A  century- OLD  business  in  Southampton  is  the  subject  of 
an  article  on  pp.  346-7,  wherein  we  give  the  gist  of  an  inter- 
view with  Mr.  William  Brodribb  Rindall,  who  tells  some 
interesting  things  regarding  the  founders  of  his  business. 

In  reply  to  a  question  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr. 
Curzon,  Under  Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs,  has  stated  tha,t 
the  British  Government  is  in  correspondence  with  the  French 
Government  in  reference  to  forgeries  of  British  medicine 
stamps  (p.  337). 

The  Royal  Artillery  Canteen  have  machinery  for  making 
aerated  waters,  and,  not  content  with  supplying  themselves, 
are  offering  to  other  regiments.  A  mineral- water  association 
is  protesting,  and  Mr.  Patrick  O  Brien,  M.P,  has  put  a 
qiestion  in  the  House  of  Commons  regarding  the  matter

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Carbolic-acid  Poisonings. 

Mrs.  Barclay,  an  elderly  woman  who  resided  at  Baythorne 
Street,  Mile  End,  committed  suicide  last  Friday  morning  by 
takirig  carbolic  acid.  She  was  despondent  in  consequence 
of  the  recent  death  of  her  husband. 


An  inquest  was  held  on  August  24  on  the  body  of  Agnes 
Blanc  (33),  wife  of  a  brassfinisher,  of  Plaistow,  Essex.  The 
deceased  aroused  her  husband  early  on  Friday  mornirjg,  and 
stated  that  she  had  taken  poison.  She  died  half  an  hour 
later,  and  Dr.  Goodall  said  death  was  due  to  carbolic- acid 
ipoisonicg.    Verdict,  suicide  while  of  unsound  mind. 

James  Alfred  Duff  (25),  a  gentleman  of  independent 
imeans,  was  found  dead  in  an  outhouse  at  Mount  Murray,  a 
pleasure-resort  near  Douglas,  Isle  of  Man,  on  August  20,  and 
close  by  was  a  6-oz.  bottle  of  carbolic  acid  half  fall.  Of  late 
deceased  had  been  in  a  depressed  state  owing  to  financial 
losses.  At  the  inquest  a  verdict  of  suicide  while  of  unsound 
mind  was  returned. 

Ellen  Hughes  (27),  dressmaker  and  single  woman,  late  of 
30  Cadiz  Street,  had  been  too  ill  to  work  for  over  two  years, 
and  used  to  say,  "  I  am  a  poor,  useless  creature.  I  wish  I 
was  dead  and  in  heaven/'  She  poisoned  herself  with 
carbolic  acid,  which  her  niece  brought  from  America  some 
years  ago  for  medicinal  purposes.  The  Coroner  strongly 
condemned  the  practice  of  putting  poisons  into  bottles 
which  had  contained  other  things  and  bore  other  labels. 
The  jury  also  remarked  upon  the  ease  with  which  carbolic 
acid  could  be  obtained,  and  suggested  that  some  restrictions 
should  be  placed  upon  the  sale  of  that  acid.  A  verdict  was 
returned  of  suicide  while  of  unsound  mind. 

Antimony  in  Spirits. 

At  the  Brewster  Sessions  for  the  Garstang  and  Kirkham 
division  of  Lancashire,  on  Saturday,  August  24,  Mr.  Auder- 
ton,  a  Magistrate,  stated  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
inmates  of  the  county  asylum  brought  there  through  in- 
temperance suffered  from  poisoning  as  well  as  temporary 
madness.  The  medical  officers  of  the  county  attributed  the 
poisonicg  to  antimony  in  spirits,  probably  produced  by  the 
■  me  of  pitent  stills  instead  of  pot  stills  in  making  cheap 
whisky.  He  asked  whether  the  county  analyst  bad  detected 
antimony  in  the  spirits  sent  him  for  analysis.  Superin- 
tendents Burke  and  Cross  replied  in  the  negative,  and  said 
•  that  only  an  excess  of  water  had  been  reported  by  the  analyst. 

Industrial  Chemistry  in  Bermondsey. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Borough  Polytechnic  have 
appointed  J.  Gordon  Parker,  Ph.D  .  as  head  of  the  leather- 
tanning  department  of  the  Herold's  Institute,  Barmondsey. 
Dr.  Parker  was  trained  at  Owens  College  and  in  Germany, 
and  was  formerly  assistant  to  Mr.  H.  R.  Procter,  of  the 
Leather  Trades  Department,  Yorkshire,  College,  Leeds.  The 
Worshipful  Company  of  Leathersellers  have  promised  3001. 
a  year  for  the  maintenance  of  this  department,  and  have 
given  3002.  for  the  fitting  up  of  a  laboratory. 

Military  Mineral  Waters. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Kent  and  Sussex  Mineral-water 
Manufacturers'  Association  has  issued  a  circular  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Royal  Artillery  canteen  at 
Dover  has  commenced  the  manufacture  of  mineral  waters, 
and  is  not  only  supplying  its  own  departments,  but  has 
induced  the  West  Surrey  and  the  West  Riding  Regiments,  and 
is  endeavouring  to  induce  other  regiments,  at  present  in  the 
garrison,  to  close  their  accounts  with  local  manufacturers, 
aad  to  order  their  supplies  direct  from  the  above  canteen. 


The  authors  of  the  circular  have  also  reason  to  believe  that 
efforts  are  being  made  to  secure  the  custom  of  regiments 
abroad,  who  will  shortly  take  up  their  quarters  in  the  town. 
The  Engineers'  canteen  at  Chatham  is  following  on  the 
same  lines.  The  unfairness  of  this  competition  with  bqnd- 
fide  manufacturers,  who  have  their  capital  invested  for  the 
supply  of  t  he  troops,  and  who  also  have  to  pay  rent,  rates, 
wages,  and  Imperial  taxes,  must  be  apparent  to  every  fair- 
minded  man.  Such  proceedings  are  practically  upon  the  same 
lines  as  those  attempted  in  connection  with  prison-made 
articles,  when  an  emphatic  pronouncement  was  made  in  the 
House  of  Commons  that,  whether  produced  in  home  or 
foreign  prisons,  such  unfair  competition  with  private  traders 
in  this  country  should  not  be  permitted.  The  matter  will 
be  brought  before  the  House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Wyndham. 
Already  Mr.  Patrick  O'Brien,  M.P.,  has  called  attention  to  it, 
and  last  week  in  the  House  he  asked  if  itjwas  the  intention  of 
the  Government  to  allow  "  military  mineral  manufacturers  " 
to  contract  for  the  supply  of  the  army  in  Ireland  to  the 
injury  of  one  of  the  few  prosperous  industries  of  that 
country.  The  Secretary  of  State  replied  that  there  was  no 
intention  of  allowing  such  a  supply  as  suggested,  and  he 
would  inquire  into  the  circumstance,  and  see  if  an  abuse  had 
crept  into  the  authorised  practice. 

The  Dentist's  Clothes. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  August  23,  before 
Mr.  Julian  Robins,  Mr.  Isidor  Albert  applied  to  have  Mr. 
Kantorowich,  a  dentist,  of  108  Petherton  Road,  Canon- 
bury,  N,,  committed  for  the  non-payment  of  Ql,  due  for 
clothes  supplied.  The  defendant  said  he  was  only  a  young 
beginner  at  dentistry,  and  up  to  the  presenc  his  busi- 
ness-expenses had  been  larger  than  his  income.  The 
Assistant-Judge  said  that  even  a  dentist  must  pay  for  his 
clothes.  How  could  the  defendant  attend  to  his  business  if 
it  had  not  been  for  the  plaintiff's  services  and  materials  1 
The  defendant  said  he  was  obliged  to  have  new  clothes  in 
which  to  start  his  business.  He  would  pay  15s.  per  month. 
The  plaintiff  stated  that  the  defendant  had  expressed  his 
determination  not  to  pay  the  debt  under  any  consideration. 
The  defendant  replied  that  that  was  not  so.  He  had  been 
very  much  handicaped.  An  order  was  made  for  the  payment 
of  15s.  per  month.

This  was  opposed  by  Mr.  Turnbull,  solicitor,  on  behalf  of 
Mr.  John  Bolton,  11  Rothbury  Street,  but  who  was  not 
present  in  court. 

Mr.  Hart,  solicitor,  applied  for  a  licence  at  Scarborough 
Sessions  for  Mr.  J.  W.  Brown,  chemist  and  druggist, 
110  Victoria  Road,  Mr.  Turnbull,  who  opposed,  submitted 
that  the  notice  on  the  church  door  had  not  been  given  as 
required  by  law.  The  Bench  dismissed  the  application,  and 
Mr.  Hart  intimated  that  it  would  be  again  made  at  the 
adjourned  sessions. 

Mr.  Cornelius  John  K'ng,  of  the  Drug-stores,  London  Road, 
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St.  Leonards,  and  Mr.  George  Charles  Dosart,  manager  of  the 
Sussex  Drug  Company,  High  Street,  Hastings,  applied  at  the 
Licensing  Sessions  for  medicated-wine  licences.  The  latter 
did  aot  appear  ;  and  Mr.  Winter  observed  that,  if  it  was  not 
worth  while  for  the  applicant  to  attend,  the  licence  could 
not  be  worth  having.  It  was  not  respectful  to  the  Court  not 
to  appear.    The  former  was  granted,  and  the  latter  refused. 

At  Boot'e,  Cumberland,  on  August  28,  Mr.  J.  Shoit, 
chemist,  Newtown,  applied  for  a  wine-licence,  which  was 
opposed  by  several  temperance  societies.  Mr.  Dickinson,  on 
behalf  of  the  applicant,  stated  that  his  client  had  frequent 
calls  for  medicated  wines  recommended  by  medical  men. 
Mr.  Short  said  his  premises  were  rated  at  26Z.  a  year.  He 
had  carried  on  business  at  Millom  for  two  years.  Asked  if 
he  was  about  to  take  an  agency  such  as  Gilbey's,  he  said, 
"  If  I  am  granted  a  licence  I  am  entitled  to  sell  any  kind  of 
wines."  The  opposition  was  based  on  the  ground  that  the 
drinking  facilities  in  Newtown  were  already  sufficient,  and 
that  the  necessary  formalities  had  not  been  complied  with. 
«        The  Bench  refused  the  application  on  the  latter  ground. 

Drug-contract. 

Messrs.  J.  Ross  &  Co.,  chemists,  Dorking,  have  secured  the 
contract  for  the  supply  of  cod-liver  oil  at  6s.  per  gallon  for 
the  Gaardians  of  the  district. 

A  "  "Vet."  in  Trouble. 

At  Tunbridge  Wells  Police  Court,  on  August  22,  William 
Jeeves,  M.RC.V.S,  was  charged  with  stealing  some 
veterinary  medicine,  value  3s.,  the  property  of  Mr.  R. 
Roberts,  veterinary  surgeon,  on  August  8.  Defendant  said 
he  took  the  medicine  whilst  in  drink.  He  was  discharged 
with  a  caution. 

"  Not  so  much  for  its  Intrinsic  Value,"  &c. 

The  political  opponents  of  Mr.  Fison,  the  member  for  the 
Doncaster  division  of  Yorkshire,  are  much  amused  by  the 
spectacle  of  a  medicine-bottle  which  appears  in  the  window 
of  an  enterprising  jeweller  at  Mexborough,  and  which  is 
valued  at  \d.,  reclining  in  a  morocco  case,  upon  the  back  of 
which  is  a  silver  plate  beating  these  words: — "This  bottle 
was  blown  by  Miss  Fison  on  her  visit  to  Messrs.  Barron's 
glassworks  on  July  16,  and  is  presented  to  her  by  the 
Mexborough  Conservative  Association  as  a  souvenir  .of  her 
father's  glorious  victory  in  the  Doncaster  division." 

.Trade  Excursions. 
The  laboratory  staff,  with  their  wives,  &c,  from  Messrs. 
James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co  ,  Manchester,  made  a  trip  to 
Matlock  Bath,  on  August  24.  They  had  a  very  pleasant 
trip,  and  a  good  tea,  and  visited  the  many  places  of  interest 
in  the  neightourhood. 

The  annual  outing  provided  by  Messrs.  Raimes  &  Co., 
wholesale  druggists,  York,  for  their  employes  was  taken  on 
Saturday  afternoon  last  to  Scarborough.  A  good  dinner  and 
a  long  drive  filled  up  the  time  at  Scarborough  very  pleasantly, 
and  the  party  got  back  to  York  about  11  p  m. 

.1  Suicide  Prevented. 

A  labourer  named  Francis  Wiight,  residing  in  Bishop 
Auckland,  entered  the  shop  of  Mr.  A.  Harburn,  chemist,  on 
Monday,  and  asked  for  a  quantity  of  laudanum.  An 
assistant  (Mr.  Smith)  suspected  the  man's  intentions,  and 
refused  to  supply  the  laudanum.  Mr.  Smith  also,  after- 
wards, informed  the  police.  The  man  was  soon  after  dis- 
covered by  the  police  lookiDg  into  the  window  of  the  shop 
of  another  chemist,  and  was  taken  to  the  police-station. 
Here  he  was  examined  by  Dr.  Wardle,  who  believed  him  to 
be  a  lunatic.    He  was  detained  for  a  magistrate's  order. 

A  2bl.  Smash. 

At  Guildhall  Police  Court,  on  August  27,  William  Yetton 
(40),  no  home,  a  rough-lookiEg  fellow,  was  charged  with 
committing  wilful  damage.  Police- constable  Richardson  said 
on  Monday  night  he  was  on  duty  in  Finsbury  Pavement 
when  he  heard  a  crash  of  glass  He  ran  into  Fore  Street 
and  saw  the  prisoner  standing  outside  No.  55,  the  window  of 
which  shop  was  broken.  The  prisoner  said,  "  I  did  it.  I 
threw  a  lemonade-bottle  through  the  window,  because  I  want 
a  lodging."    At  the  police-station  be  stated  that  he  broke 


the  fame  window  in  January.  Mr.  James  Bell,  chemist, 
55  Fore  Street,  said  that  besides  the  window  two  glass 
shelves  were  broken.  The  damage  done  amounted  to  Zbl. 
In  January  last  the  prisoner  broke  his  wirdow,  and  was 
I  sentenced  to  two  months'  imprisonment.  Mr.  Alderman 
Truscott:  It  is  a  great  pity  that  I  have  no  power  to  deal 
with  him  summarily  without  sending  him  to  piison.  1 
should  be  glad  if  I  could  order  him  to  be  birched  like  a 
youngster  ;  that  would  do  him  more  good  than  prison.  Men 
like  the  accused  do  not  mind  prison  at  all,  but  seem  rather 
to  like  it.    The  accused  was  committed  for  trial. 

Ho  Wages  in  Lieu  of  Notice  for  Him. 

At  Hyde  County  Court,  on  August  21,  before  Judge 
Hughes,  QC,  Wm.  Harper  sued  Geo.  Fred k.  Wild,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Hyde,  for  24s.  wages  due,  in  lieu  of  notice. 
Plaintiff  stated  that  he  was  engaged  by  defendant  at  a 
weekly  wage  of  23s.,  24s.  after  the  first  month,  and  25s.  after 
six  months.  He  denied  being  negligent,  while  both  he  and 
his  boy  swore  that  plaintiff  had  never  been  drinking  in  an 
hotel  instead  of  delivering  goods  which  were  urgently  re- 
quired. Miss  Winterbottom  said  she  was  waiting  for  some 
goods  from  defendant's  shop,  and  saw  defendant  drinking  in 
the  hotel.  His  Honour,  in  giving  judgment  for  defendant, 
told  plaintiff  that  he  had  not  only  grossly  broken  contract 
with  his  employer,  but  had  brought  bi?  poor  boy  and  made 
him  swear  what  was  not  true.  Addressing  the  boy,  his 
Honour  said,  "  You  have  told  lies  before  all  the  people  here, 
boy,  aDd,  if  I  had  the  power,  I  would  order  you  to  be 
flogged." 

The  Weights  and  Measures  Committee. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  Mr.  Ritchie,  reply- 
ing to  Mr.  Godson,  said  his  attention  had  been  directed  to 
the  report  of  the  Weights  and  Measures  Committee.  The 
recommendations  involved  a  large  and  important  change, 
and  required  verv  great  consideration  before  effect  was 
given  to  them.  Under  these  circumstances  he  was  unable 
at  present  to  announce  any  conclusion  by  the  Government. 

Foreign  Forgeries  of  Patent-medicine  Stamps. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday,  August  27,  Mr. 
Tomlinson  asked  the  Under-Secretary  for  Foreign  Affairs 
whether  the  attention  of  the  Government  had  been  called  to 
the  fact  that  British  patent-medicine  stamps  had  been 
forged  on  an  extensive  scale  in  France,  and  whether,  if  so, 
any  steps  would  be  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  the  practice. 

Mr.Curzon  :  The  attention  of  her  Majesty's  Government  has 
been  called  to  the  forgeries  referred  to  in  my  hon.  friend's  ques- 
tion. They  are  fully  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  subject, 
and  representations  have  been  addressed  to  the  French 
Government,  with  a  view  to  the  prosecution  of  the  offenders. 
There  has  been  some  delay,  but  we  cannot  doubt  that  the 
French  Government  will  carry  out  their  legal  and  treaty 
obligations,  pending  which  results  it  would  not  be  advisable 
to  present  correspondence  to  the  House. 

The  Use  of  Abortives. 

An  inquiry  was  held  at  Hammersmith  on  Tuesday  regard- 
ing the  death  of  Minnie  Friedly  (22),  the  wife  of  an  actorT 
residing  at  36  Netherwood  Road.   From  the  evidence  of  Mrs. 
Friedly's  sister,  it  appeared  that  she  had  a  miscarriage  two 
years  ago,  and  since  then  had  shown  a  great  dread  of  having 
children.    Last  Sunday  week  she  told  witness  she  had  taken 
some  medicine  obtained  from  Mr.  Brough's  shop  in  the 
Netherwood  Road.    Deceased's  landlady  said  Mrs.  Friedly 
had  told  her  about  taking  the  medicine,  and  she  had  remon- 
strated with  her.    Edith  Hinton,  aged  11  years,  deposed  to 
taking  a  written  message  to  Mr.  Brough's  shop  and  being- 
served  by  a  yourg  man.    He  gave  her  a  powder,  which  de- 
ceased sent  her  to  change  as  it  was  not  wb..t  she  wanted. 
The  young  man  then  gave  her  something  else.    Mr.  James 
Brough,  the  chemist,  was  then  called,  and  having  been 
cautioned  by  the  Coroner,  sa''d  that  he  knewnothiDg  person- 
ally of  the  sale  referred  to.  He  had  been  in  business  eighteen 
j  ears  and  bad  never  supplied  such  stuff.    When  people  asked 
for  a  certain  drug  he  supplied  a  milder  medicine. 

Tbe  Coroner:  Would  you  always  do  so? — Not  if  they 
asked  for  a  pennyworth.  In  that  case  I  should  supply  it 
without  question,  but  before  selling  them  fourpenny  worth  I

should  make  inquiries.  His  assistant's  name  was  Payne,  but 
be  was  on  his  holidays,  but  had  informed  witnessby  telegram 
that  he  remembered  supplying  a  small  girl.  On  referring  to 
his  book  witness  found  an  entry  referring  to  the  purchase  as 
"  aperient "  pills,  3^. 

Dr.  Leonard  Dobsor,  who  was  called  to  the  deceased  on 
Saturday,  said  he  found  her  pulseless  and  more  or  less  mori- 
bund. She  confessed  to  him  about  her  condition  and  the 
drugs  she  had  taken,  and  he  did  all  he  could,  bat  she  died 
two  hours  after  he  first  saw  her.  Death  followed  collapse 
from  hemorrhage,  due  to  the  rupture  set  up  by  the  drug. 

The  Coroner  pointed  out  the  serious  nature  of  an  attempt 
to  procure  abortion,  and  said  it  was  advisable  to  have  the 
chemist's  assistant  and  the  husband  present  to  give  evidence, 
and  the  inquiry  was  adjourned  for  a  week  for  that  purpose. 

Bright's  Drug-stores. 

At  the  London  South  Western  Police  Court  on  Wednesday , 
William  Stewart  Dickson,  described  as  a  chemist,  was 
charged  with  breaking  into  31  High  Street,  Clapham,  by 
means  of  a  false  key,  and  stealing  a  bottle  of  ohlorodyne,  a 
hottle  of  hair- dye,  a  bottle  of  wine,  and  a  bottle  of  mineral 
water,  the  property  of  Mr.  L.  B.  Warmington,  the  official 
receiver.  Mr.  Frank  Freeman  stated  that  he  had  been 
appointed  manager  of  the  shop  by  the  official  receiver  who 
•was  acting  for  the  debenture-holders  in  the  Bright's  Drug- 
stores Company.  Prisoner  was  formerly  managing  director 
of  the  company,  and  there  was  already  a  warrant  issued  by 
Jlr,  Justice  Kekewich  for  his  arrest  for  contempt  of  Court. 
On  Tuesday  night  the  prisoner  let  himself  into  the  shop  by  a 
false  key,  and  afterwards  the  articles  were  missiDg. 

Prisoner  :  I  hold  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  shares  in  the 
•business. 

A  policeman  proved  finding  the  prisoner  in  the  shop,  lying 
down,  and  the  various  bottles  were  found  outside  the  window. 
A  detective-sergeant  stated  that  on  being  searched  the 
prisoner  was  found  to  have  concealed  a  sword-bayonet  down 
his  trousers  leg,  and  he  also  had  a  revolver  and  cartridges. 

Mr.  Plowden  :  Armed  to  the  teeth  ! 

Witness  added  that  afterwards  the  prisoner  told  him  the 
sword  had  been  used  in  the  window  at  an  advertisement 
emblematic  of  '  cutting  down  the  prices."    (Laughter  ) 

Prisoner  said  he  thought  be  was  justified  in  going  to  the 
shop  as  the  chief  shareholder.  He  wanted  to  see  what  pro- 
fits had  been  made. 

Mr.  Plowden  said  he  was  not  satisfied  at  present  that  the 
prisoner  had  any  felonious  intent,  but  he  would  remand  him 
on  bail  for  inquiries. 

Fires. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  Sunday  night  at  the  shop  of  Mr 
Hamilton,  chemist,  Glyndon  Road,  Plumstead.  The  fire- 
engines  from  Woolwich  and  Shooters  Hill  were  quickly  on 
the  spot.  The  inmates  consisted  of  Mr.  Hamilton,  wife, 
child,  and  an  old  lady.  When  they  woke  the  fire  was 
raging  in  the  room  underneath,  and  their  exit  out  of  the 
building  was  cut  off.  They  were  got  out  of  the  window, 
and  passed  along  a  ledge  to  a  window  next  door,  and  thus 
escaped.  The  firemen  found  the  place  well  alight,  and 
could  not  get  the  flames  out  till  everything  was  destroyed. 
The  fire  was  caused  by  the  chains  of  a  swinging  oil-lamp 
breaking,  and  setting  fire  to  the  room. 

Some  damage  by  smoke  and  water  was  done  to  Mr. 
Powell's  balsam- of -aniseed  warehouse  on  Saturday  night 
last  by  the  great  fire  at  Hanburj'd  Wharf,  Blackfriars,  which 
almost  adjoined  Mr.  Powell's  premises. 

Chemists  at  Cricket. 

On  Saturday,  August  17,  the  return  match  was  played 
betweet  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  C.C.  and  May  &  Eaker,  when 
Burgoyaes  again  proved  victorious,  the  scores  being: 
B.B.CC.,  88;  M.  &  B  C.C,  61.  The  chief  scorers  for  the 
victors  were  Attridge  35  and  Ryley  19. 

On  Saturday,  August  24,  the  B.B.CC.  beat  the  Chartered 
Bank  of  India's  CC.  by  21  runs:  C.B.I.C.C.,  74;  B.B  C.C, 
95.  This  was  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  spirited 
batting  of  Newport,  who  scored  44. 

The  Wolverhampton  Chemists'  C.C.  played  Beattie's  CC. 
( Wolverhampton)  on  August  22.  Beattie's  C.C.  batted  first, 
bit  owing  to  the  fine  bowling  of  Swinnerton  and  Pattison 


for  the  chemists,  their  total  only  leached  23  runs.  The 
chemists  responded  with  3L. 

The  Unqualified  Vendor. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Birmingham  on  Monday,  on  a 
woman  who  had  died  from  an  overdose  of  laudanum,  Mr.  Guy 
Hallwright,  who  made  a  post-wnrtem  examination,  attributed 
death  to  heart  failure.  Edward  Cullingford,  manager  of  the 
Small  Heath  Drug  Company,  Bolton  Road,  said  he  was  not  a 
fully  qualified  chemist  and  druggist,  but  being  aware  that 
deceased  was  a  nurse,  and  a?  she  told  him  she  wanted  six- 
pennyworth  of  laudanum  for  a  patient  for  outward  applica- 
tion, only,  he  supplied  the  opium  to  her.  The  Coroner  pointed 
out  that  the  chemist  had  done  wrong  in  supplying  the  drug, 
but  he  had  apparently  acted  with  the  best  intentions,  and 
there  was  no  doubt  the  deceased  had  misled  him.

Pharmaceutical  Chemists'  and  Apothecaries'  Assist- 
ants' Association  of  Ireland. 

At  the  nsual  weekly  meeting  of  this  association,  b?ld  on 
August  23,  a  paper  on  "  A  Few  Remarks  on  Modern 
Pharmacy,"  by  Mr.  Parker,  L  P.S.I ,  was  read  by  the 
secretary.  It  contained  many  comments  on  the  modern 
practice  of  prescribing  ready-made  compounds,  elegant 
pharmacy,  patent  medicines,  &c ,  but  there  was  nothing  in 
it  new  enough  to  justify  publication.

An  Effective  Sleeping  draught. 
Last  week,  at  Naas,  a  lady  named  Carroll,  who  suffered 
from  insomnia,  took  a  dose  of  stiycbnine,  under  the  belief 
that  it  would  act  as  a  sleeping-draught.  The  Coroner's  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  strychnine,  taken  in  mis- 
take for  medicine  to  relieve  sleeplessness.

{From  our  Paris  Correspondent.') 


Tragedy  through  Jealousy. — An  assistant  named  Fran- 
cois Galie,  30  years  of  age,  employed  by  M.  DuhOme.  phar- 
macien,  at  Courbevoie,  near  Paris,  seriously  wounded  his 
■wife,  last  Monday  morning,  by  filing  two  revolver-shots  at 
her,  and  then  committed  suicide  by  shooting  himself  through 
the  heart.    The  crime  was  committed  through  jealousy. 

Aluminium  Vessels  — At  the  meeting  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  on  Monday,  M.  Berthelot  drew  attention  to  a  note 
by  M.  Bolland,  army  pharmacist,  concerning  experiments 
made  by  him  regarding  the  use  of  utensils  made  of  alu- 
minium. He  finds  that  each  time  they  are  cleaned  with 
alkali  they  lose  weight,  apparently  the  loss  amounting  to 
about  one- sixtieth.  When,  on  the  contrary,  no  alkaline 
substances  are  used,  the  aluminium  utensils  wear  as  well  as 
those  made  of  other  metals,  such  as  copper,  &o. 

Adulterated  Vanilla. — A  colonial  merchant,  M.  Gaston 
Baraton,  appeared  at  one  of  the  Paris  police  couits,  a  few 
days  ago,  on  a  chaTge  of  selling  adulterated  vanilla.  He 
had  disposed  of  a  considerable  quantity  of  vanilla  in  both 
(Paris  and  Antwerp,  which  had  previously  been  treated  with 
ground  glass,  as  a  means  of  increasing  its  marketable  value. 
M.  Baraton  protested,  in  defence,  that  he  had  merely  used 
boric  acid  for  the  manipulation  in  question,  and  as  evidence 
of  the  quality  of  his  products  showed  the  awards  that  had 
tieen  given  him  at  various  exhibitions.  He  was  con- 
demned to  six  months'  imprisonment,  and  to  pay  a  fine  of 
i,000f.  (40Z.). 

The  Price  op  Explosives  —An  official  notice  has  been 
issued,  fixing  the  prices  as  follows  : — For  nitrates  of  ammonia 
and  soda,  used  as  mine-explosives, and  sold  at  the  Government 
depots,  type  N,  No  1  (nitrate  of  ammonia  and  nitre-naphtha- 
line), 2f.  25c.  per  kilogramme ;  No.  2  (nitrate  of  soda  and 
mitro  naphthaline),  If.  25c.  per  kilogramme  ;  type  C.  No.  1 
(nitrate  of  ammonia  and  cresylate  of  ammonia),  2f.  25c.  per 
kilogramme ;  No.  2  (nitrate  of  soda  and  cresylate  of  am- 
monia), If.  45c  per  kilogramme ;  type  P,  compressed  car- 
touches, No  1,  20  per  cent,  of  cotton-powder,  3f.  10c.  per 
kilogramme;  No.  2,  9  50  psr  cent,  of  cotton-powder,  2f.  85c. 
per  kilogramme. 

Bacteriology. — A  special  bacteriological  laboratory  for 
diphtheria,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Miguel,  has  been 
•working  at  the  Caserne  Labau  for  a  month  past,  and  the 
specimens  submitted  a'ready  amount  to  an  average  of  ten  a 
day.  The  greater  proportion  of  the  cases,  however,  show  no 
sign  of  diphtheria,  bat  the  feeling  of  security  obtained  is 
considered  of  great  value,  especially  as  the  bacteriological 
examination  is  performed  with  much  rapidity.  The  procedure 
s  as  follows:— On  the  receipt  of  a  letter  fron  a  doct>r,  the 


laboratory  supplies  a  "necessary,"  containing  membrane 
tubes,  spatulas,  cotton-wool,  pads,  &c,  required  for  collecting 
and  transmitting  the  membrane.  As  soon  as  these  are 
returned,  the  examination  is  made,  and  half  an  hour  is 
frequently  sufficient  for  diagnosis.  A  reply  is  sent  by 
telegram  to  the  doctor  for  whom  the  examination  is  made. 
It  is  intended  to  have  the  telephone  connected  with  the 
laboratory. 

Picric  Acid  for  Burns. — Dr.  Thierry,  of  the  Paris 
Cbarite  Hospital,  reports  that  the  pain  of  barns  may  be 
immediately  stopped  by  a  solution  of  picric  acid.  The 
remedy  is  harmless,  and  the  yellow  stains  caused  by  it  can 
be  easily  washed  out  with  boric  acid.  Dr,  Thierry  states 
that  he  has  saved  life,  lessened  suffering,  and  effected  speedy 
and  convincing  cures  at  three  Paris  hospitals. 

The  Outrage  directed  against  the  head  of  the  Paris 
banking  firm  of  Rothschilds,  and  to  which  one  of  his  con- 
fidential clerks  fell  a  victim  last  Saturday  afternoon,  shows 
every  sign  of  havirg  been  prepared  by  an  expert  chemist 
with  considerable  dexterity.  M.  Ch.  Girard,  Chief  of  the 
Municipal  Laboratory,  who  has  charge  of  the  analysis  of  the 
few  debris  left  by  the  explosion,  has  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  preparation  of  the  machine  of  destruction  seems  to  show 
an  alarmirg  degree  of  skill.  The  letter  containing  the 
explosive  matter  cannot  have  weighed  as  much  as  3  cz.,  in- 
cluding the  envelope  and  two  pieces  of  cardboard.  M.  Girard 
has  recognised  the  explosive  as  fulminate  of  mercury 
(probably  mixed  with  a  little  chlorate  of  potash)  by  the 
white  stains  on  the  victim's  dress  and  gold  watch-chain. 
The  latter,  in  its  partly  oxidised  state,  was  inspected  by  a 
representative  cf  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  soon  after 
the  occurrence.  The  municipal  expert  chemist  considers 
that  the  immediate  cause  of  the  explosion  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  in  endeavouring  to  draw  out  one  of  the  pieces  of 
cardboard,  which  were  doubtless  stuck  together  at  the 
bottom,  M.  Jodkowitz  caused  a  percussion-cap  to  explode, 
and  this  ignited  the  fulminate  of  mercury.  There  were  no 
projectiles  in  the  envelope.  The  victim's  right  eye  is  injured, 
but  the  oculists  hope  to  preserve  the  sight.  Three  similar 
outrages  were  attempted  in  Paris  four  years  ago,  but  the 
explosive  matter  was  contained  in  books,  part  of  the  interior 
of  which  had  been  cut  out.  The  nature  of  the  books  was 
suspected  and  ro  injury  was  sustained. 

"  In  Vino  Venenum  "  was  the  startling  leadline  in  a 
recent  issue  of  the  Matin  as  the  result  of  an  interview  with 
Dr.  Lancereaux,  who  has   made  alcoholic  intoxication  a 
special  study  during  the  past  thirty  years.    He  said  that  for 
a  long  time  he  has  shared  the  opinion  that  alcohol  in  tha 
form  of  distilled  spirit  was  specially  hurtful;  bat  in  re^snt 
years  he  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  wine-drinkers 
suffer  much  more  than  those  who  take  spirits  only.  Tb.3 
liver  is  the  part  always  affected.    Dr.  Lane  area ux's  conclu- 
sions seemed  to  be  principally  based  on  observations  on  the 
|  men  employed  at  the  central  Paris  wine  depot.    But,  as  he 
adds,  that  these  men  drink  as  much  as  several  quarts  of  wioe 
l  of  doubtful  quality  in  a  day,  the  results  may  be  accouutad 
for  without  calling  wine  a  poison.    Dr.  Lancereaux  says  he 
I  has  lately  visited  a  number  cf  English  hospitals,  where  hs 
saw  a  number  of  patients  whose  ailments  were  attributed  to 
the  habitual  and  excessive  consumption  of   brandy  and 
whiskey,  but  he  was  convinced  that  the  majority  of  these 
patients  were  wine-drinkers.     He  was  able,  he  says,  t3 
j  determine  the  quantity  they  were  in  the  habit  of  taking, 
find  his  estimate  was  supported  by  their  own  admissions. 
Dr.  Lancereaux  considers  that  the  alcoh  o  1  in  wine  is  less 
injurious  than  the  acids  and  other  mat  ters  mixed  w.t'a  it. 
All  the  wine  drunk  in  Paris,  he  declares,  is  prepared,  and  the 
most  dangerous  element  used  is  sulphate  of  potash.  Good 
beer,  he  remarks,  even  when  taken  in   excess,  only  causes  a 
tendency  to  get  stout,  and  may  pr  orluce  some  digestive 
troubles  without  gravity,  but  it  cann  ot  produce  such  detri- 
mental effects  as  spirits  and  wine  of  indifferent  quality. 


Somebody  has  calculated  from  the  TJ.K  stamp-duties  paid 
that  at  least  4  000,000  pills  are  taken  by  the  inhabitants  or 
this  country  every  week.  France  is  only  good  for  2,000  000,  and 
Russia  for  l,C0O,COO.  But  Australians  beat  the  world  in  that 
respect.  They  are  also  at  the  head  of  the  list  in  tea-con- 
p  mption.    Hence  the  { ills,  we  presume. 
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Chinese  Varnishing  Oil. — A  valuable  wood-oil  for 
varnishing  purposes  is  imported  into  the  Chinese  port  of 
ChinkiaEg  from  the  interior  to  an  annual  value  of  over 
150.000Z.  It  is  not  at  present  expoited  to  Europe,  but 
appears  to  merit  attention. 

Pharmaceutical  Jubilee  in  Belgium.— The  Brussels 
Pharmaceutical  Society  has  just  celebrated  the  completion 
of  the  fiftieth  year  of  its  existence  by  a  congress  under  the 
hon.  presidency  of  M.  de  Brujn,  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
Industry,  and  Public  Works. 

Electric  Phosphorus. — It  is  states  that  a  factory  for 
the  manufacture  of  phosphorus  by  an  electrolytic  method 
has  been  established  at  Grand  Crossing,  Chicago,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  it  will  produce  phosphorus  at  a  much  less  cost 
than  by  the  processes  heretofore  in  vogue. 

Prohibition  of  "Artificial  Wine"  in  Spain. — The 
Spanish  government  are  bringing  in  a  bill  to  render  illegal 
the  manufacture  of  artificial  wine  in  Spain,  or  the  addition 
to  natural  wine  from  grapes  of  any  foreign  chemical  or 
vegetable  substance.  "  Artificial  wine "  is  declared  to  be 
"all  which  is  not  the  product  of  fermentation  of  the  juice  of 
the  freshly  gathered  grape." 

New  Australian  Pharmacy. —Mr.  J.  Fred  Birks,  for- 
merly in  busicess  as  a  pharmacist  in  Adelaide,  and  now  a 
member  of  the  '  New  Australia"  communist  colony  in 
Paraguay,  writes  that  he  is  now  in  charge  of  the  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  department  of  that  settlement.  He  has 
plenty  of  work  to  do,  but  is  nevertheless  contemplating  the 
extension  of  his  activity  to  the  native  villages  surrounding 
the  colony. 

New  York  Botanical  Garden. — 250  acres  in  Bronx 
Park  have  been  set  aside  for  the  gardens,' which  have  been 
liberally  supported  by  New  York  rich  people.  The  tract  set 
apart  includes  the  picturesque  gorge  through  which  the 
Bronx  River  runs,  as  well  as  the  hemlock  groves  on  both  sides 
of  the  stream,  which  are  regarded  as  the  finest  pieces  of 
woods  within  the  city  limits.  The  site  for  the  buildings  has 
not  jet  been  positively  decided  upon. 

"  Busted." — The  St.  Louis  Wholesale  Druggists'  Associa- 
tion was  dissolved  on  August  9  on  account  of  the  withdrawal 
from  it  of  the  firm  of  Mpyer  Brothers  &  Co.,  the  leading 
drug-house  cf  the  city.  While  it  lasted  the  association  was 
productive  of  considerable  good  to  the  wholesale  trade, 
which  in  St.  Louis  has  been  sadly  demoralised.  It  did  away 
with  the  delivery  of  small  lots  of  goods,  and  one  of  its  rules 
was  a  refusal  to  take  back  empties.  Once  a  week  the 
"pricers"of  the  various  houses  met  and  agreed  on  a  price- 
list  for  the  following  week,  which  was  printed  in  a  local 
drug-journal  for  the  edification  of  the  retail  trade. 

The  Death-rate  of  European  Cities. — From  a  com- 
parative mortality  table  for  1894  of  the  sixty  most  populous 
cities  in  Europe,  it  appears  that  Bristol,  with  a  death-rate  of 
15  4  per  1.C00,  occupies  the  highest  place  in  respect  to 
general  salubrity,  while  Moscow,  with  341  per  1,000,  is  at 
the  bottom  of  the  list.  Of  the  60  cities  enumerated,  23 
have  a  death- rate  below  20,  33  range  from  20  to  30,  and  4 
exceed  the  last-named  figure  They  are: — Trieste  (301), 
Rouen  (31  3),  St.  Petersburg  (31  4),  and  Moscow  (34  1).  The 
average  death  rate  is  22  25,  and  of  the  eight  Biitish  cities 
enumerated  only  two,  Liverpool  (23  8)  and  Dublin  (24  7), 
exceed  the  average.  Judged  by  these  statistics  the  ten 
healthiest  great  cities  in  Europe  are  Bristol  (15  4),  Frankfort- 
on-Maine(16  5),the  Hague  (16  9),  Berlin  (17  2),  L  ege  (17  6), 
London  (17  7),  Leeds  (17  8),  Brussels  (18  1),  Hamburg  (181), 
and  Amsterdam  (18  3). 

"The  Chemists' and  Druggists'  Diary"  in  Morocco  — 
The  last  mail  from  Morocco  brought  us  a  diary  competition 
coupon  duly  filled  in  by  a  subscriber  in  that  country,  Mr.  C. 
Schrader,  of:  Saffi,  and  posted  on  August  2.  Mr.  Schrader 
writes :— "  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  with  the 
competition-list  came  only  to  hand  a  few  days  ago,  having 
been  lost  with  other  mails  owiDg  to  disturbances  in  this 
country,  and  only  recently  turned  up  again.  Therefore  the 
dslay."   Mr.  Schradei'd  coupon  shows  that  he  has  looked 


carefully  through  the  Diary  advertisements,  but  he  does 
not  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  competitors  in  aDy  one  of 
his  answers,  and  would  therefore  not  have  been  entitled  to  a 
prize  even  if  his  coupon  had  come  in  time.  It  is  neverthe- 
less interesting  to  hear  of  tbe  recovery  of  this  Diary  after 
eight  months'  disappearance,  and  to  know  that  what  would 
be  popular  in  Morocco  is  different  from,  say,  the  British* 
Colonies. 

Cheap  Quinine  in  Italy. — Italian  pharmacists  are 
greatly  excited  by  a  Bill  for  the  sale  of  quinine  which  has- 
been  introduced  into  the  Italian  Chamber  of  Deputies 
by  the  Minister  of  Finance.  Tbe  Bill  appears  to  follow  the 
lines  of  the  measure  lately  adopted  in  British  India  for 
popularising  quinine  by  the  sale  of  the  government-made 
drug  at  cost  price  through  postmasters  and  other  officials. 
The  Bill  provides  that,  "in  the  interests  of  hygienic  and- 
social  well-being,"  the  Finance  Minister  be  empowered  to 
appoint  agents  for  the  sale  of  sulphate  of  quinine  to  the 
public.  The  quinine  is  to  be  supplied  by  the  Finance- 
Department  to  the  retailers  in  stamped  vials  containing 
1  gramme  each,  and  must  be  sold  by  them  in  the  same  form 
at  10  centesimi,  or  a  little  under  a  penny,  per  vial.  The 
Italian  pharmaceutical  journals  and  the  Chemists'  Associa- 
tions of  the  country  are  protesting  with  all  their  might 
against  the  Bill,  and  point  out  that  section  27  of  the  existing 
pharmacy  law  expressly  gives  to  examined  pharmacists  the 
sole  right  of  retailing  simple  and  compound  drugs  and 
medicines. 

Forthcoming  Industrial  Exhibition  in  Berlin. —  * 
An  industrial  exhibition,  to  celebrate  the  jubilee  of  the 
recognition  of  Berlin  as  the  capital  of  the  German  Empire, 
is  to  be  held  from  May  to  October,  1896,  in  the  Trepton  Park,, 
near  Berlin.  The  exhibition  will  embrace  the  following 
groups  : — (1)  Textile  industries  ;  (2)  clothing  industries  ; 
(3)  building  and  engineering;  (4)  wood  industries  (cabinet- 
making,  &c.)  ;  (5)  porcelain,  glass,  and  firebrick  industry' 
(6)  small  wares  and  fancy  goods  ;  (7)  metal  industry  ;  (8)  en- 
graving-, the  decorative  arts,  and  the  book  trades  ;  (9)  chemi- 
cal industry;  (10)  food  products  (including  tobacco,  spirit;, 
&c.)  ;  (11)  scientific  instruments  ;  (12)  musical  instruments  ; 

(13)  machine-construction,  shipbuilding,  and  transport  trade  ; 

(14)  applied  electricity  ;  (15)  leather  and  indiarubber  in- 
dustry ;  (16)  paper  industry  ;  (17)  photography ;  (18)  hy- 
giene and  sanitary  dwellings;  (19)  education  arid  instruc- 
tion ;  (20)  fishing  and  boating,  as  industries  and  sports  ; 
(21)  riding  and  ractDg,  aquatic  sport ;  cycling,  shooting  and 
hunting,  pleasure-boating ;  (22)  horticulture ;  (23)  German 
colonial  exhibition  ;  (24)  hotel  and  restaurant  trades. 

German  Chemical  Industry. — The  British  Consul  at 
Mannheim,  one  of  the  principal  chemical  trade  centres  in 
Germany,  reports  that  in  1894  the  tendency  of  manufacturers 
to  guard  themselves  by  trusts  against  the  general  fall  in 
prices  has  made  further  progress  in  the  chemical  industry  in 
his  district.  Nevertheless,  in  somearticles,  such  as  sulphate  of 
soda  and  sulphuric  acid,  there  was  a  heavy  decline  in  price 
accompanied  by  proportionate  losses.  The  trade  in  heavy 
chemicals  with  Russia  recommenced  under  great  difficulties, 
England  having  taken  possession  of  the  market.  Tra^e  with 
the  United  States  is  reviving,  and  that  with  Australia  and 
New  Zealand  is  making  fair  development.  The  quinine 
factory  at  Waldhof  successfully  introduced  two  new  pre- 
parations, ferratin  and  lactophenin,  and  reports  a  satisfactory 
year  in  general,  with  an  all-round  improvement  in  the  exports 
to  all  countries  except  Spain  (owing  to  interruption  of 
commercial  treaty),  while  Portugal,  to  protect  a  newly- 
established  quinine  factory,  imposed  a  duty  of  about  17*.  6d. 
per  1  lb.  on  quinine.  For  aniline  colours  1894  was  a  good 
year,  new  connections  were  opened  and  the  Russian  treaty 
realised  expectations,  but  exports  to  India  and  China 
decreased. 

Canadian  Pharmacy. — Quebec  has  been  anxious  to  bave 
a  Dominion  Pharmaceutical  Association  ;  but  the  Ontario 
College  of  Pharmacy  has  thrown  cold  water  upon  the  scheme. 
Mr.  Morrison,  director  of  the  laboratory  of  Messrs.  Lyman,, 
Sons  &  Co.,  Montreal,  and  editor  of  the  Montreal  Pharmaceu-- 
tidal  Journal,  has  been  appointed  lecturer  on  botany,  and. 
Mr.  Henri  Lanctot  lecturer  on  materia  medica  by  the 
Montreal  College  of  Pharmacy.  Mr.  J.  H.  Mackenzie,  the  new 
president  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy,  has  been . 
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■connected  with  the  council  since  1889.  He  is  in  business  in 
Toronto.  The  appointment  was  made  at  the  meeting  in 
August  when  some  useful  business  was  gone  through  and  the 
new  council  elected,  which  consists  of  Messrs.  Henry 
Watters,  Ottawa ;  John  MoKee,  Peteiboro ;  O.  D.  Daniel, 
Toronto ;  J.  H.  Mackenzie,  Toronto ;  D.  H.  MacLaren, 
Barrie  ;  A.  Turner,  Oracgeville  ;  G.  W.  Spackman,  Hamilton  ; 
Simon  Snyder,  Waterloo;  W.  A  Earn,  Woodstock;  J.  F. 
Roberts,  Parkhill ;  Harry  Days,  Lncknow ;  R.  D.  Scott, 
Sarnia  ;  and  J.  H.  Dickey;  Trenton.  The  council  agreed  to 
a  report  instituting  a  John  Roberts'  Scholarship  of  $100, 
and  a  John  Roberts'  medal  value  ,;?20,  in  memory  of  the  late 
Mr.  John  Roberts,  of  Ottawa,  who  left  #3,000  for  the 
purpose. 

French  "  Patriotism  "  in  Brussels. — It  is  a  pity  that 
the  jubilee  of  the  Brussels  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
have  been  seized  by  one  of  the  French  visitors  to  the 
Congress  to  get  up  a  "  patriotic "  demonstration,  and  still 
more  so  that  the  Belgian  pharmacists  should  have  lent  them- 
selves to  such  a  manifestation.  According  to  the  Patrie,  of 
Paris,  a  Dr.  Logne,  of  that  city,  who  was  one  of  the  guests 
invited  to  a  conversazione  given  to  the  assembled  pharmacists 
by  the  city  of  Brussels,  took  the  opportunity  of  making  a 
speech,  in  which  he  referred  to  the  part  played  by  Belgians 
during  the  Franco-German  war.  Daring  that  part  of  the 
campaign  which  led  up  to  Sedan,  said  Dr.  Logne  (who 
professed  to  speak  from  personal  experience),  when  the 
French  troops  were  hemmed  in  on  the  Belgian  frontier  by 
the  German  armies,  the  Belgians  were  in  the  habit  of  sup- 
plying Frenchmen  who  took  refuge  across  the  frontier  with 
civilian  clothing,  and  with  guides  showing  them  paths 
through  the  woods  by  which  they  could  re-enter  French 
territory  unobserved,  and  again  take  up  arms  against  the 
invaders.  For  this  sign  of  friendship  the  doctor,  in  the 
name  of  his  French  colleagues,  drank  to  the  prosperity  of 
Brussels  and  Belgium.  It  is  said  that  Dr.  Logne's  speech 
was  received  with  loud  applause,  and  that,  at  its  conclusion, 
the  Burgomaster  of  Brussels  advanced  to  shake  hands  with 
the  orator.

Mr.  John  T.  Smith,  Radcliffe,  claims  the  face  No.  12  in 
the  Conference  group  published  on  August  17,  which  is  there 
credited  to  Mr.  Wheeldon,  of  Manchester. 

Mr.  Frank  Clowes,  Professor  of  Chemistry  at  the 
University  College  of  Nottingham  and  D.  Sc.  Lond.,  has 
been  temporarily  appointed  public  analyst  for  the  borough 
of  Nottingham,  and  a  committee  has  been  named  for  the 
purpose  ot  considering  what  arrangements  shall  be  made  for 
the  permanent  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office. 

On  August  20  Professor  Dr.  Karl  Rammelsberg.  formerly 
director  of  the  sectjd  chemical  laboratory  of  the  University 
of  Berlin,  celebrated  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  appoint- 
ment as  professor  at  that  University.  Only  six  professors, 
since  the  foundation  of  the  University,  have  occupied  chairs 
in  it  for  fifty  consecutive  years.  Piofessor  Rammelsberg, 
who  was  born  in  the  Prussian  capital  in  1813,  was  originally 
a  pharmacist. 

One  of  the  Cambridge  athletic  team,  which  left  on  Wed- 
nesday for  Yale  to  compete  with  a  team  of  the  University 
there,  is  Mr.  Horace  John  Davenport,  son  of  Mr.  Horace 
Davenport,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  33  Great  Russell  Street, 
W.C  ,  who,  in  his  younger  days,  was  one  of  the  speediest 
swimmers  in  the  amateur  world.  Young  Horace  was  born 
at  Surbiton  on  January  11,  1875,  and  is  one  of  the  two 
Freshmen  included  in  the  party.  As  a  boy  he  showed 
great  promise  of  following  his  father's  example  as 
a  swimmer,  and  won  a  number  of  races,  but, 
having  little  chance  for  practice,  abandoned  that  pastime, 
since  when  he  has  distinguished  himself  at  cricket  (he  was 
in  the  Repton  eleven,  having  best  average  one  year),  hockey 
(representing  Cambridge  against  Oxford),  and  running.  He 


entered  Trinity  College  last  October,  and  won  the  University 
Freshmen's  mile  in  4  min.  41  1-5  sec,  and  three  miles  in 
16  min.  4  3-5  sec.  He  was  second  string  for  Cambridge  this 
year  in  the  mile.

Dr.  Bristowe  was 
sixty-eight  Tears  old.  His  book  on  "The  Theory  and 
Practice  of  Medicine  "  is  a  classic.

At  Rye  Police  Court,  on  August  21,  H.  Leden,  a  foreigner, 
living  at  Broad  Oak,  Brede,  was  summoned  by  the  Royal 
College  of  Veterinary  Surgeons  for  alleged  infringement  of 
the  Veterinary  Surgeons  Act.  Mr.  Buckwell  prosecuted,  and 
Mr.  Hayles  defended,  and  pleaded  guilty. 

Defer  dan  fc  had  exhibited  a  plate,  stating  that  he  was  a 
"horse-breaker  and  surgeon  for  horses  and  cattle  "  It  was 
to  the  latter  portion  of  that  inscription  that  the  action 
applied. 

Mr.  Buckwell  did  not  suggest  that  defendant  had  infringed 
the  Act  wilfully.  He  was  a  foreigner,  and  he  would  ask, 
therefore,  that  only  a  nominal  fine  be  inflicted.  He  had  only 
been  at  Broad  Oak  for  four  months ;  but  he  had  exhibited 
the  plate  at  Silver  hill,  where  he  previously  lived. 

Mr.  Hajles  said  the  defendant  had  studied  and  practised 
veterinary  surgery  abroad,  and  he  was  fully  qualified  to  take 
care  of  animals.    The  error  had  been  made  in  ignorance. 

A  fine  of  20j.,  and  21s.  costs,  was  imposed. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Tincture  op  Rhubarb. 

Ox  August  26,  at  Ripley  Petty  Sessions,  George  Tunnicliffe 
was  charged  with  selling  3  cz.  of  compound  tincture  of 
rhubarb  which  was  not  of  the  nature,  quality,  and  substance 
demanded  by  the  purchaser.  Captain  Sandys  deposed  that 
on  July  5  he  visited  defendant's  shop  at  Loscoe  Grange  and 
purchased  3  oz.  of  the  article  named,  for  which  he  paid  9d. 
The  public  analyst  certified  that  the  sample  was  50  per  cent, 
deficient  in  solid  ingredients  and  also  in  saffron.  Defendant, 
who  pleaded  ignorance,  was  fined  12.  6s.,  including  costs. 


Shale  Oil  Instead  of  Olive  Oil. 

At  Haywards  Heath  Petty  Sessions,  on  August  26,  Walter 
Stepney,  grocer,  of  Burgess  Hill,  was  summoned  for  selling 
olive  oil  which  was  not  of  the  nature,  quality,  and  substance 
demanded.  Inspector  Moore  stated  that  he  sent  to  defend- 
ant's shop  for  a  flask  of  olive  oil,  for  which  defendant 
charged  6d.  The  public  analyst  certified  to  the  effect  that 
it  contained  95  per  cent,  of  mineral  oil,  or,  in  other  words, 
shale  oil.  The  Magistrates'  Clerk:  It  is  really  petroleum 
then.  The  defendant  said  he  purchased  the  oil  as  olive  oil, 
and  sold  it  as  such.  It  was  invoiced  to  him  as  flask  oil,  but 
he  had  always  understood  that  to  mean  olive  oil.  The 
inspector  stated  that  he  had  in  a  few  cases  purchased  olive 
oil  at  6d.  per  flask.  The  Chairman  said  the  defendant  was 
responsible  for  selling  to  the  public  for  6d.  an  article  that 
was  probably  not  worth  more  than  2d. — perhaps  only  Id. — ■ 
so  that  there  was  not  only  a  fraud  on  the  public,  but  the 
defendant  had  also  sold  an  article  of  food  injurious  to 
health.  The  defendant  would,  therefore,  be  fined  52.  and 
11.  Is.  costs,  or,  in  default,  two  months'  imprisonment.  The 
defendant  asked  for  time,  and  a  fortnight  was  allowed  him 
in  which  to  pay  the  money.  The  defendant  again  pleaded 
that  be  had  sold  the  oil  in  ignorance.  The  Chairman  said  it 
was  defendant's  place  to  see  that  the  goods  he  sold  were 
genuine.  If  he  had  been  deceived,  he  had  a  remedy  against 
the  wholesaia  ^2rchant  of  whom  he  purchased  the  oil. 


FINED  FOR  A  GUARANTEE  LABEL. 

The  decision  in  the  case  against  Messrs.  W.  Windle  &  Co  , 
452  Edgware  Road,  W.,  turned  finally  upon  the  red  label. 
The  Somerset  House  representative  went  upon  the  possessive 
case  and  upon  a  scarlet  band-label  with  engraved  margin 
which  bore  the  inscription, 

No  preparations  are  genuine  unless  protected  by  this  label,  to  counterfeit 
which  is  forgery, 

followed  by  the  signature  of  the  firm,  and  with  name  and 
address  in  a  central  t circle.  The  use  of  the  possessive  case 
was  in  dispute,  and  the  Magistrate  set  that  matter  aside, 
deciding  against  the  defendants  upon  the  red  label.

He  entered  all  his  takings  in  a  book,  and  gave  his 
wife  a  regular  amount  for  housekeeping.  His  life  policy 
held  by  a  bank  was  worth  852.,  and  not  1002.  as  he  had 
estimated.  He  had  no  watch.  The  Official  Receiver  a9ked 
for  an  explanation  as  to  what  had  become  of  the  money- 
taken  in  June.  In  July  302.  was  paid  to  the  bank,  but  during 
June  only  12.  10*  Bankrupt  said  it  must  have  gone  in 
housekeeping.  Two  years  ago  he  discovered  his  insolvency, 
but  he  continued  trading  in  the  hope  that  some  one  would 
come-forward  and  assist  him.  He  denied  having  contracted 
any  debts  during  this  period,  as  the  accounts  he  had  were 
running  debts,  and  he  had  not  increased  them.  He  denied 
having  been  extravagant.    The  examication  was  closed.

Mr.  Kyd  :  Are  not  all  your 
debts  six  times  what  you  state  them  at  1  Bankrupt :  I

Now  I  have  received  from  a  practical 
chemist,  Mr.  Pears,  of  Western  Road,  Brighton,  an  assurance 
that  there  is  no  fear  whatever  of  the  dire  results  suggested 
by  the  trade  journal,  provided  the  directions  mentioned  by 
my  Paris  correspondent  are  followed.  That  is  to  say,  the- 
drug  must  be  "compounded  with  an  emollient"  and  used 
"with  discretion."  That  I  may  test  this  for  myself  Mr. 
Pears  has  been  good  enough  to  send  me  a  pot  of  pomade  or 
ointment  in  which  "  andira  araroba  "  (that  seems  to  be  the 
correct  came)  is  compounded  in  the  manner  described. 
Having  no  desire  to  be  rejuvenated  myself,  I  have  tried  the 
mixture  -on  my  office  charwoman.  Up  to  the  present  she 
has  not  turned  yellow  or  brown.  If  necessary,  I  will  report 
further  on  the  results  of  the  experiment  in  my  next  issue.

Labels  on  Tin. 

Put  on  the  surface  a  thin  coat  of  liquor  antim.  chlor.  or 
oleate  of  mercury  ;  clean  well,  and  apply  the  label  with  flour- 
paste. 

Creosote  Pill3. 

Max  Kozower  states  in  the  Pliarm.  Post  that  an 
excellent  mass  is  obtained  by  beating  together  equal  parts  of 
creosote  and  a  dried  extract  and  pulv.  glycyrrhizw  q.s.  His 
idea  is  that  the  creosote  replaces  the  water  of  the  extract. 

Mucilage  Cakes. 

Soak  glue  in  water  until  soft,  and  melt  it  with  a  gentle 
beat.  To  1  lb.  of  glue  add  |  lb.  of  sugar,  mix  thoroughly, 
pour  the  mass  into  suitable  moulds  and  allow  it  to  stand  for 
a  few  days.  In  using  the  cake  it  is  moistened  with  the 
tongue.

Creosote-emulsion  with  Milk. 

M.  Jurchet  (pharmacien  of  the  Grenoble  Military 
Hospital)  recommends  the  use  of  milk  for  making  creosote 
emulsions  or  mixtures.  It  acts  splendidly,  and  the  mixture 
of  milk  and  creosote  (prepared  by  simple  shaking)  can  be 
largely  diluted  with  water  without  separation.  Guaiacol 
may  be  made  into  mixtures  similarly. 

Sandal-wood-oil  Pills. 

Colophony   ..  3j. 

Sandal- wood  oil  . .       . .       . .       . ,       . .  3iss. 

Calcined  magnesia       . .       . .       . .       . .    gr.  viij. 

Kelt  the  colophony,  aud  while  warm  add  the  calcined  mapnesia  pre- 
viously mixed  with  the  oil.  When  cold  the  mass  is  ready  for  rolling  into 
pills. 

This  is  a  French  recipe,  and  we  cannot  vouch  for  the  solu- 
bility of  the  pills. 

Household  Ammonia. 
Another  formula  for  this  preparation  is —

Dissolve  the  oils  in  the  spirit,  rub  up  with  the  borax,  add  to  the  ammonia 
(Solution,  and  shake  till  dissolved. 

Eelsol's  Fursituee-polish. 

This  is  a  French  patent,  and  consists  of  3j  oz.  of  carbonate, 
of  soda  and  6^  cz.  of  beeswax  in  50  oz  of  water  and  10  drs.  of 
spirit.  Tba  carbonate  of  soda  is  put  in  the  water  and  heated 
until  it  comes  to  the  boil,  when  the  wax  is  added  in  small 
pieces,  and  the  boiling  continued  for  about  five  minutes. 
The  liquid  is  then  allowed  to  cool  spontaneously,  being  stirred 
all  the  time,  and.V7ater  added  little  by  little  to  100  cz  After 
cooling  the  methylated  spirits  is  added,  and  the  polish  is 
then  the  colour  of  natural  wax. 

Santonin  Cakes. 

A  French  pharmacist  makes  a  novel  suggestion  in  regard 
to  the  manufacture  of  santonin  cakes  or  biscuits.  A  solution 
of  15  gr.  of  santonin  in  20  minims  of  S.V.R.  and  chloro- 
form 5ss.  should  yield  200  drops,  and  his  suggestion  is  to 
allow  10  drops  of  the  solution  to  each  biscuit.  Following 
this  idea  Huntley  &  Palmer's  "dinner  biscuit"  (a  tiny  thing 
1-inch  square  and  of  the  rusk  type)  would  do  well  for  the 
purpose.  The  solution  should  be  dropped  on  the  bottom  of 
the  biscuits,  and  the  latter  then  dried  in  the  oven.  From  one 
to  four  of  the  biscuits  will  be  a  dose.  A  dose  of  liquorice- 
powder  or  effervescing  saline  should  be  given  first  thing  in 
■the  mcrning. 


Unguent.  Cantharidis. 

M.  ColARD,  a  Belgian  pharmacist,  fays  the  best  way  to 
make  this  ointment  is  to  digest  2  pans  of  freshly- 
powdered  flies  in  8  parts  of  olive  oil  on  a  water-bath  for 
four  hours,  stirring  most  of  the  time  ;  then  press  and  filter. 
The  filtrate  is  made  into  ointment  by  melting  4  parts  oE 
white  wax  in  6  parts  of  the  oil,  stining  occasionally  as  it 
cools. 

Cold- cream. 

Me.  A  E.  Hiss  states,  in  the  Phar.  Era,  that  his  formula 
is  as  follows: — Spermaceti, white  wax  (mnsi  be  pure  white), 
of  each,  2  av.  oz.,  melt  together  carefully,  add  10  fl.  oz. 
benne  oil,  and  continue  the  heat  until  the  whole  is  quite 
warm,  then  place  in  a  large  mortar,  and  add  4  fl.  cz  of  dis- 
tilled water  in  which  has  previously  been  dissolved  40  gr.  of 
borax.  Beat  the  whole  together  until  intimately  mixed,  add 
5  drops  of  otto  of  rose,  and  mix  again.  The  product  is  pure 
white  in  colour,  and  remains  in  perfect  condition. 

Powder- making. 

German  pharmacists  make  powders  much  more  quickly 
than  we  do,  chiefly  because  they  get  the  powder-papers  ready 
folded,  so  that  the  quantum,  of  powder  has  only  to  be  slipped 
in  and  the  end  of  the  paper  turned  over.  In  dividing  a 
portion  of  powder  horn  spoons  are  used,  but  an  ingenious 
inventor  has  improved  upon  that  by  introducing  the 
apparatus,  figured  here,  which  we  reproduce  from  the 


Pharmaceutische  Ztitung.  It  will  be  seen  that  it  is  a  kind  of 
syringe,  into  which  the  powder  is  filled,  and  upon  pressing 
the  piston  an  exact  quantity  of  the  powder  is  discharged. 
The  division  of  powders  in  this  way  is  fairly  accurate,  the 
error  being  not  more  than  1  per  cent,  either  way. 

Tablet-triturates. 
This  is  a  figure  of  the  apparatus  used  for  making  the 
tablet-tiiturates  which  have  become  so  popular  in  the  United 
States  within  recent  years,  at  the  same  time  making  many  in 
the  drug-trade  wroth  that  the  apparatus  should  ever  have 
been  introduced.  The  reason  for  tbat  is  that  many  medical 
men  who  never  thought  of  dispensing  before  do  so  now,  by 
putting  a  dozan  or  so  of  the  tablets  into  a  bottle  and  filling 


with  water.  Retail  druggists  encouraged  the  sale  of  the 
tablets  at  first,  but  they  regret  it  now.  The  mass  of  the 
triturates  is  made  by  mixing  the  medicament  with  sugar  of 
milk  and  making  into  a  paste  with  spirit.  This  paste  is  filled 
into  the  holes  ot  the  mould  with  a  flexible  spatula,  and  when 
all  is  smooth  the  mould  is  pressed  upon  the  lower  part, 
when  th«  tablets  are  thrown  out  and  are  transferred  to  a 
tray  to  dry.

ABOUT  AN   OLD   ENGLISH  PHARMACY. 


THERE  are  not  many  businesses  in  the  English  drug-trade 
which  date  back  a  century,  and  still  fewer  which  have 
descended  from  father  to  son,  and  from  son  to  grandson. 
Of  such,  one  of  the  most  notable  is  that  of  Randall  &  Son, 
Southampton.  In  many  respects  it  is  an  historic  house,  and 
particularly  in  regard  to  its  old  reputation  as  a  training- 
school  for  apprentices,  about  which  we  had  occasion  recently 
to  hear  from  the  most  eminent  of  British  pharmacists  some 
interesting  facts.  These  whetted  our  appetite  for  informa- 
tion at  first  hand,  and  a  representative  went  down  ti 
Southampton  to  hear  what  Mr.  William  Brodribb  Randall 
had  to  say  for  himselt  and  about  the  business.  It  is 
scarcely  a  year  since  Mr.  Randall,  feeling  the  need  for  the 
help  that  a  partner  only  can  give,  came  to  terms  with  Mr. 
H.  Wilson,  F.I.C ,  F.C.S  ,  a  pharmacist  who  had  had  varied 
experience  under  Dr.  J.  C.  Thresh  at  Buxton,  with  Messrs. 
George  &  Welch,  of  Worcester,  and  in  the  laboratory  of 
Messrs.  J.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  of  Manchester,  for  over 
eight  years.  So  the  reputation  of  the  business  is  not  to  end 
with  the  completion  of  its  first  century. 

The  Mr.  Randall  of  to  day  has  hitherto  taken  it  for 
granted  that  his  business  was  founded  in  1795  by  his  grand- 
father, William  Randall,  for  he  showed  our  representative  a 
copy  of  a  medicine  chest  book,  entitled : — 

Medical  observations  adapted 
to  the  medicine-chest 
fitted  out  by 
Willm.  Randall, 
Chemist, 
Southampton. 
Printed  in  the  yr.  MDCCXCV. 
By  T.  Baker. 

A  nicely-printed  book  it  was,  with  most  pertinent  observa- 
tions regarding  the  medicines,  for  the  author  was  an  apothe- 
cary. It  roused  ouc  representative's  curiosity,  as  he  thought 
that  the  original  Randall  must  have  been  a  pushing  fellow 
to  print  an  octavo  medicine-chest  bsok  the  first  year  he 
was  in  business,  and  this  curiosity  brought  forth  a  day- 
book beginning  1793.  Mr.  Randall  smiled  as  his  thoughts 
of  a  centenary  celebration  flew  out  of  the  window,  and  he 
remarked,  "Ah,  an  old  assistant  of  mine,  who  writes  to  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  now  and  then,  restored  these 
books.  He  was  fond  of  that  sort  of  thing,  you  see.  Well, 
I  always  dated  the  business  from  1795,  although  it  doesn't 
matter  much,  does  it  1  " 

"  For  all  you  know  it  may  date  further  back." 

"  Not  much,  for  you  see  my  grandfather  was   But 

let  Mr.  Wilson  take  you  round  the  place,  and  come  back  to 
me  when  I  have  squared  my  last  monthly  returns,  and  we 
will  talk  about  it." 

But  we  will  not  venture  upon  a  detailed  description  of 
the  premises  146  High  Street,  Southampton.    Tne  retail 


pharmacy  has  been  the  haunt  of  the  "  nobility  and  gentry  " 
of  the  neighbourhood  since  George  the  Fourth  was  king,  and 
here  are  any  day  to  be  met  with  members  of  the  best 


county  families  and  heads  of  great  mercantile  houses, 
who  resort  thither  for  that  which  will  make  them  well. 
There  is  much  that  is  curious  in  the  back-shop,  especially 
the  old  boxes  for  drugs  which  are  an  inheritance  from  last 
century,  and  as  good  a  thing  for  storage  as  we  have  in  these 
more  artistic  days.  This  same  back-shop — really  a  saloon 
which  has  been  added  on  to  the  old  pharmacy — is,  with  the 
extensive  cellarage  beneath,  reserved  for  the  wholesale- 
orders,  and  the  floors  above  are  now  mostly  used  for  surgical 
showrooms  and  storage  since  the  indoor  system  was 
abolished  in  the  house.  The  most  surprising  part  of  the 
premises  is  situated  at  the  back,  where  there  is,  and  has 
been  these  three  generations,  a  very  complete  manufacturing 
laboratory ;  and,  although  the  steam-pans  and  other 
apparatus  indicate  modem  improvement,  the  fact  is  that 
the  Randalls  have  always  manufactured  galenicals  in  con- 
siderable quantity.  This,  Mr.  Wilson  explained,  was  to  meet, 
their  trade  with  medical  men,  which  has  from  the  first  been 
of  importance  in  the  business,  while  latterly  the  firm  have 
been  encouraging  wholesale  trade  with  chemists  in  the*- 
neighbourhood,  and  now  issue  a  monthly  price-list  for  the 
drug-trade  as  well  as  a  quarterly  one  for  medical  men. 
Right  over  the  model  pan-room  our  representative  found  a 
lozenge- floor,  and  a  veteran  engaged  in  making  black-currant 
lozenges. 

"  How  long  have  you  been  at  this  job?"  we  asked. 
"Forty- four  years,  sir." 
"  Learn  here  ?  " 

"  Yes,  sir ;  I  learnt  off  an  old  hand  who  got  it  off  Grand- 
father RaDdall  when  he  was  a  boy.  Twas  Grandfather 
Randall  first  made  the  black  currants.  But  they  made  'em 
different  when  I  came  in.  They  rolled  out  the  lozenge- 
paste  and  hung  it  up  to  dry,  then  cut  it  out  in  squares  with' 
scissors  like.  I  have  to  make  'em  yet,  y'see,  for  some  old 
customers." 

"  And  how  do  you  make  the  paste  1 " 

"  We  get  the  currants,  press  'em,  and  evaporate  the  juice. 
That  makes  a  clear,  stiff  jelly.  We  keep  that  for  a  year  or 
more — the  longer  we  keep  it  the  better  it  is.  Then,  when  we 
want  to  make  lozenge- paste  we  mix  the  jelly  with  gam  and 
sugar,  roll  it  out,  and  cut  into  lozenges,  as  I  am  doin'  now." 

And  the  old  man  went  ahead  with  his  work,  sprinkling  the 
sheet  with  glistening  sugar  and  punching  out  the  oval 
lozenges  with  a  die.  There  was  ample  evidence  of  good, 
business  in  this  line  all  around  and  in  the  drying-cupboards. 
Mr.  Wilson  picked  up  a  few  white  lozenges  out  of  a  tray,  and 
his  man  explained  that  these  were  "heartburns"  for 
Mexico.  It  seems  that  a  generation  ago  a  medical  Mexican, 
got  some  of  these  old  Iczenges  in  Randall's,  and  when  he 
took  them  home  they  became  quite  a  favourite  in  Mexico. 
Indeed,  the  local  sale  is  now  almost  insignificant  compared! 
with  the  demand  from  Mexico. 

We  next  stepped  into  an  analytical  and  synthetical 
laboratory,  which  the  junior  partner  has  fitted  up  since  his 
arrival  in  Southampton.  It  is  synthetical  in  respect  to  the 
fact  that  it  is  here  that  much  of  the  compounding  of  con- 
centrated mixtures,  compound  liquors,  &c,  takes  place.  As 
we  returned  to  the  modest  counting-house,  Mr.  Wilson 
feelingly  pointed  out  many  evidences  of  old-time  pharmacy, 
and  the  directions  in  which  he  hopes  to  develop  the  business 
along  modern  lines  without  sacrificing  the  revered  name  of 
Randall,  obtruding  the  Wilson,  or  obliterating  established 
characteristics.  "  I  should  like,"  he  mused,  "  to  revive  our 
old  reputation  for  training  apprentices.  We  have  splendid 
facilities  here,  and  if  I  could  get  fellows  to  stay  five 
years  they  would  have  a  turn  at  each  department,  and  would 
be  fit  to  pass  the  Minor  at  the  end  of  their  apprentice- 
ship." 

This  subject  naturally  came  to  the  front  when  we  resumed 
the  conversation  with  Mr.  Randall,  but  he  had  little  to  saj. 
about  it,  because  he  was  the  first  to  break  through  the 
tradition  of  the  house  to  have  always  five  apprentices. 

"  Why  five,  pray  ?  "  was  our  query. 

"A  fresh  one  each  year,  for  there  were  new  duties  for. 
eveiy  one  each  year.    We  got  300Z.  premium." 

"And  you  bad  some  notable  men  here,  I  daresay." 

"  I  suppose  so,  but  it  is  long  ago.  My  reason  for  stopping 
the  custom  was  that  about  thirty  years  ago  ideas  regarding, 
the  education  of  apprentices  enlarged  considerably.  We 
were  expected  to  educate  them  in  the  sciences  as  well  as; 
teach  them  the  business.    I  did  try  in  my  old  analytical? 
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laboratory  upstairs  to  teach  them  something,  bat  the  busi- 
ness took  up  most  of  my  time,  and  as  I  could  not 
conscientiously  undertake  to  do  for  apprentices  what  I 
thought  was  right,  I  dropped  the  premiums — and  the  appren- 
tices." 

Then  we  talked  about  the  business  in  the  old  days. 
William  Randall,  the  founder,  was  an  apothecary,  and  before 
settling  down  in  Southampton  had  been  in  business  in 
London  as  a  wholesale  druggist.  He  lost  money  at  that, 
thanks  to  a  partner  who  took  it,  and  on  settliog  in  South- 
ampton he  at  once  made  a  wholesale  connection  with 
doctors.  In  fact,  one  of  several  accounts  which  have  run 
with  the  firm  for  more  than  a  century  was  opened  by  Dr. 

K  ,  of  Southampton,  and  the  Drs.  K  of  to-day  still 

keep  it  up.  William  Randall's  father  was  a  professor  of 
music  at  Oxford.  William,  it  appears,  was  the  first  one  to 
go  into  trade,  but  he  carried  with  him  the  family  crest,  a 
copperplate  of  which  is  still  in  the  business  archives. 
Long  before  William  Randall  died  in  1838  the  business  had 
been  carried  on  by  his  son  Edward  Mayor  Randall,  also  an 
apothecary,  but  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  for  his  diploma,  dated  June  1,  1841,  and  signed  by 
William  Allen,  is  a  founder's  proof.  His  son  William 
Brodribb  Randall,  the  present  senior  partner,  was  a  boy  of

sixteen  when,  in  1837,  he  entered  with  his  father  on  an 
apprenticeship  of  five  years  to  the  Society  of  Apothecaries. 
That  was  how  it  was  put  in  those  dajs.  This  over  he 
journeyed  to  London,  and  became  a  private  pupil  of  the 
late  Mr.  Robert  Warington  at  Apothecaries'  Hall,  simul- 
taneously attending  Professor  Thomas  Graham's  chemistry 
lectures  at  University  College,  Lindlej's  in  botany,  Sharpey's 
in  anatomy  and  physiology,  and  Williams's  in  the  practice 
of  medicine.  This  was  in  the  year  1843,  two  years  after 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  been  founded,  and  the 
training  that  young  Randall  was  getting  was,  at  the  time, 
the  correct  thing  for  a  practising  apothecary,  or,  as  we 
should  call  it  now,  a  first-class  pharmacist.  Young  Randall 
carried  off  Graham's  first  silver  medal  in  1843,  and  had 
certificates  in  all  his  subjects.  These  were  times  pregnant 
with  events.  Mr.  Warington  was  up  to  the  ears  in  his  work  as 
first  secretary  of  the  Chemical  Society.  He  wanted  members 
and  guineas,  Mr.  Randall  tells  us  modestly,  and  got  him  to 
pay  his  11.  and  become  an  associate.  It  thus  happens  that 
Mr.  Randall  is  one  of  the  oldest  Fellows  living,  for  he  joined 
the  Society  on  April  18,  1843,  or  seven  months  before  the 
late  Professor  Redwood. 

There  was  a  mysteriou=-looking  dark  man  attending 
Graham's  lectures  in  Mr.  Randall's  year.  He  was  older  than 
the  rest  of  the  students,  and  did  not  associate  with  them  at 
all;  but  he  draak  in  all  that  Graham  said,  and  if  he  did  not 


follow  the  professor's  method— for  Graham  was  an  execrable 
lecturer — he  was  the  most  attentive  student  in  the  room. 
It  leaked  out  that  this  was  Redwood,  of  Bell's,  who  was 
preparing  himself  for  the  Bloomsbury  lectureship  that  the 
new  Society  was  to  give  him  ere  long.  When  Mr.  Randall 
returned  to  Southampton  he  carried  with  him  many  reminis- 
cences of  scientific  London  as  it  was  in  the  eariy  forties  ; 
for,  owing  to  his  friendship  with  Warington,  he  came  closely 
into  touch  with  such  men  as  Miller,  Brande,  Graham,  Grove, 
and  Faraday,  the  "  celebrated  English  chemists  "  who  form 
the  lithographed  group  which  haug3  over  the  shop  parlour 
mantelpiece. 

Mr.  Randall  joined  his  father  in  business,  and  in  May, 
1845,  received  his  diploma  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
and  has  stuck  to  the  Society  ever  since.  He  was  on 
the  Council  for  five  years  from  1865,  and  some  of  his 
colleagues  wanted  to  make  him  an  examiner— a  proposal 
which  shocked  him  as  much  as  the  appointment  of  pro- 
fessorial examiners  has  pleased  him,  for  he  considers  that 
no  man  should  examine  who  is  not  a  specialist  in  the  sub- 
jects cf  the  examination.  Although  it  is  so  long  since  Mr. 
Randall  served  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  he  still 
takes  a  keen  interest  in  its  proceedings,  and  follows  the 
developments  in  the  educational  and  examination  sjsten 
more  closely  than  one  would  expect  of  a  man  of  73, 
While  walking  along  his  lawn  later  in  the  day  we  talked 
about  the  Preliminary  examination,  and  the  hard-and-fast 
line  which  it  has  so  far  held.  It  is  probable,  we  suggested, 
that  in  the  near  future  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  may 
drop  the  examination  altogether — at  least  to  the  extent  of 
conducting  it — and  take  in  its  place  those  certificates 
which  are  at  present  accepted.  That  suggestion  pleased 
Mr.  Randall  immensely,  and  he  thought  it  was  the  best 
solution  of  the  matter  he  had  heard.  One  reason  for  his 
keen  interest  in  such  questions  is  that  he  was  connected 
with  the  Southampton  School  Board  from  its  commencement 
in  1871  to  1883,  when  the  late  Sir  Andrew  Clark  c  impelled 
him  to  resign  all  public  work.  He  was  Chairman  of  the 
Board  for  eleven  years,  from  1859  to  1853  was  on  the 
Borough  Council,  and  at  present  is  senior  magistrate  on 
the  Southampton  Bench.  These  matters  take  us  away  from 
the  main  considerations  of  our  talk,  but  they  serve  to 
show  the  inflaence  which  pharmacists  of  the  school  that  is 
passingaway  have  had  upon  the  localities  in  which  they  reside. 
Fifly  years  ago  Mr.  Randall,  as  a  young  man,  was  giving 
evening  science  lectures  to  the  working-men  of  his  town, 
the  while  he  was  helping  his  father  in  a  business  which  had 
customers  in  several  counties.  There  are  comparatively  few 
businesses  of  exactly  the  same  nature,  for  all  the  present 
departments  of  it  were  started  by  the  founder.  They  have 
naturally  fluctuated  considerably  of  recent  years,  for  com- 
petition has  been  keen  in  Southampton  ;  still,  the  wholesale 
connection,  especially  with  medical  meD,  the  dispensing 
department,  with  prescription- bjoks  going  back  a  hundred 
years,  and  a  retail  cash  and  booking  trade  with  the  best 
people  in  the  ne:ghbourhood,  and,  for  that  matter,  with  all 
classes — all  these  departments  are  carried  on  tc-day  as 
they  have  been  for  several  generations.  The  firm  have 
a  number  of  excellent  specialities,  which  have  never 
been  "run"  on  any  but  the  old  lines,  which  means 
little  advertising  and  the  ancient  styles  of  bottles  and 
labels.  Perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  these  is  the 
"  anodyne  opodeldock  "  which  was  used  by  George  IV.  and 
his  brother  the  Duke  of  York.  When  our  representative 
was  poring  over  several  of  the  old  books  of  the  firm 
(wherein  he  found  materials  for  a  dczen  interesting  articles) 
he  came  across  some  letters  ordering  the  opodeldock  for  the 
king,  who  had  found  much  relief  from  its  use.  It  is  charac- 
teristic of  the  firm  that  they  have  made  little  or  no  use  of 
the  portfolio  of  letters  regarding  this  speciality;  they  are 
there  as  bygone  curiosities,  letters  of  famous  men  and  women 
who  bought  rubbing  bottles  at  a  pound  apiece,  and  did  not 
hesitate  to  express  their  satisfaction  with  the  results.  We 
have  referred  to  the  old  day-books  of  the  firm  as  containing 
much  interesting  matter  ;  but  we  shall  quote  one  item  only 
— viz.,  from  the  sales  of  November  22,  1799,  where  we  found 
ol.  ricini,  S'j ,  charged  3s.  Of  course,  it  was  not  an  every- 
day medicine  then.  The  "  cost-books  "  of  the  firm  are  also 
a  study.  Mr.  Randall  is  exceedingly  methodical  in  regard 
to  the  clerical  woik  of  the  business,  and  all  records  are 
carefully  kept.    The  cost  books  take  us  back  befoie  his  time 
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and  the  one  in  use  to-day  is  on  exactly  the  same  system  as 
that  of  sixty  years  ago. 

Now  that  the  firm  has  entered  upon  its  second  century 
we  may  predict  with  safety  that  it  will  see  the  year  1993, 
for  Southampton  is  entering  upon  a  new  phase  of  life,  its 
port  is  developing  most  rapidly,  and  the  Cape  and  Transat- 
lantic ships  bring  a  volume  of  business  into  the  town  which 
is  a  nice  addition  to  the  trade  brought  by  the  hunting  and 
sporting  people  in  the  neighbourhood.  Mr.  Randall's  sons 
have  broken  through  tradition  by  taking  to  other  callings. 
One  is  a  doctor,  another  a  solicitor,  a  third  an  electrical 
engineer,  and  a  fourth,  after  a  taste  of  pharmacy,  preferred 
to  supply  the  inhabitants  of  and  visitors  to  the  Isle  of 
Wight  with  aerated  waters.  Bat  the  junior  partner  of 
to-day  sticks  to  the  old  firm-name,  and  by  that  it  will  con- 
tinue to  be  known.

'  During  the  last  few  weeks  I  have  had  many  inquiries 
respecting 

Pin-hole  Photography. 

I  presume  that  there  have  been  articles  on  this  subject  in 
some  of  the  boys'  papers  lately,  as  I  notice  it  is  mostly  boys 
who  inquire.  Ferrotype  plates,  such  as  are  used  for 
squeezeeing,  are  the  most  suitable  material  for  making  the 
pinholes  in,  through  which  a  clean  hole  may  be  readily 
punched  with  a  needle.  A  No.  8  sewing-needle  makes  a 
hole  requiring  a  distance  of  about  8  inches  to  the  plate, 
which  is  a  useful  size  when  a  cigar-box  is  used  as  a  camera. 
The  pin- hole  photographs  are  beautifully  soft,  the  process 
being  well  adapted  for  copying  purposes.  The  exposure,  as 
may  be  expected,  is  rather  prolonged,  about  twenty  times 
the  exposure  usually  given  being  required.  "Stenopaic 
or  Pin-hole  Photography,"  by  M.  W.  Mills,  just  published  by 
Dawborn  &  Ward,  is  a  useful  guide  to  this  subject.

It  is  used  by  rubbing  a  very  small  quantity  on  the  place  to 
be  retouched,  using  for  this  purpose  a  piece  of  chamois 
leather  stretched  over  the  finger-tip. 

Copying. 

Foe  copying  manuscripts  or  line  drawings  the  new  II ford 
process-plates  are  especially  suitable,  using  a  hydroquinone 
developer.  When  copying  photographs  with  a  glossy  surface, 
the  high  polish  often  presents  a  great  difficulty,  i  find  the 
best  way  of  overcoming  this  is  by  putting  a  cage  of  white 
tissue-paper  round  the  photograph,  which  keeps  off  any 
direct  rays  of  light.  If  a  coloured  drawing  has  to  be  copied 
employ  a  colour-sensitive  plate  and  yellow  screen.  Lumiere's 
orthochromatic  or  Ilford  isochromatic  plates  give  good 
results. 

Black  Vaknish 

is  still  in  much  request  for  stopping  out  skies,  and  it  answers 
tolerably  well  for  preventing  halation  when  applied  to  the 
back  of  a  plate.  A  quick-drying  varnish  is  made  as 
follows : —

Faults  in  Exposure. 

Novices  are  continually  asking  me  whether  their  fauKy 
plates  are  over-  or  under- exposed.  When  under-exposed  the 
shadows  will  be  found  to  lack  detail,  prints  from  such  a 
negative  being  of  a  painfully  black  and  white  description. 
When  over-exposed  there  will  be  plenty  of  detail,  but  a  print 
shows  great  flatness.  This  is  the  better  fault  of  the  two ; 
careful  intensification  should  give  a  negative  yielding  a  per- 
fect print.

This  intensifier  is  best  put  up  in  fiat  bottles  in  a  cardboard 
case  such  as  is  use!  for  a  two-solution  hair-dye.  It  has,  of 
course,  to  be  signed  for  in  the  poison-book.  The  directions 
should  be  plainly  printed  as  follows : — After  fixing  and 
thoroughly  washing  the  negative,  immerse  in  solution  A  till 
whitened.  Wash  for  fifteen  minutes  in  running  water,  and 
immerse  in  solution  B  till  the  whole  negative  is  blackened. 
Again  wash  in  water  and  dry. 

Note. — If  there  is  any  doubt  about  "  hypo  "  remaining  in 
the  film,  it  must  be  removed  before  intensifying — either  by 
using  an  acid-alum  bath,  or  a  bath  of  eau  do  Javelle,  2  oz., 
and  water,  one  pint. 

Colouring  Photographs. 

I  noticed  from  the  correspondence  columns  the  other  day 
an  inquiry  regarding  how  to  colour  photographs,  and  in  this 
connection  the  following  particulars  of  a  method  recently 
patented  in  Germany  may  be  useful.  Hector  Kraus  is  the 
inventor.  The  colours  used  are  the  ordinary  synthetic  dyes, 
of  which  strong  aqueous  or  alcoholic  solutions  are  made,  and 
diluted  with  spirit  or  a  proof  spirit  made  by  mixing  equal 
parts  of  S.V.R.  and  acetic  acid.  The  photographs,  no  matter 
on  what  paper  or  by  what  process  they  are  made,  are 
coloured  before  they  are  mounted,  and  for  this  purpose  are 
put  into  a  re-touching  frame,  or  a  similar  apparatus,  on 
which  it  can  be  seen  by  transmitted  light ;  then  the  colours 
of  the  proper  shade  are  applied  with  the  brush  on  the  back 
of  the  print.  It  is  only  necessary  to  keep  exactly  the  con- 
tours, or  different  outlines  of  the  pictures.  As  the  colours 
penetrate  the  paper  quickly  it  is  easy  to  control  the  progress 
of  the  work,  and  to  apply  the  colours  within  the  limits  where 
they  are  necessary.  By  turning  over  the  print  it  can  be 
observed  how  the  colours  appear  on  the  front,  and  it  is 
possible  to  exactly  judge  the  effect  produced,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, to  strengthen  it  by  the  application  of  farther  tints. 
After  the  picture  is  coloured  to  satisfaction  it  can  be 
mounted  and  burnished  like  any  other  photograph  ;  small 
high  lights  and  finishing  touches,  such  as  jewellery  or  other 
small  details,  can  afterwards  be  applied  with  ordinary  body 
colours  on  the  front  side  of  the  picture.

CAUSES    OF  FAILURE. 

The  Inspector- General  in  Bankruptcy  has  just  reported  on 
the  working  of  his  Act  in  1894.  For  the  first  time  for  some 
years  he  has  to  record  a  reduction  not  only  in  the  total 
number  of  failures  (including  bankruptcies  and  deeds  of 
arrangement),  but,  to  a  greater  extent  than  might  be  expected 
from  the  numerical  decrease,  in  the  estimated  loss  to 
creditors.  The  receiving  orders  made  in  1894  numbered 
4,762 ;  the  deeds  of  arrangement  registered  in  that  year 
totalled  3,894.  In  bankruptcies  there  is  a  smaller  proportion 
of  assets  to  liabilities  than  in  deeds.  In  1894  the  average 
liabilities  in  bankruptcies  was  1,4622.  and  the  average  assets 
4932.  Under  deeds  the  average  amounts  were,  liabilities 
1,6482.,  assets  812Z.  It  thus  appears  that  what  may  be  called 
the  better  class  of  insolvents  settle  their  difficulties  by  means 
of  deeds  of  arrangement,  while  the  lower  class  are  forced  into 
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bankruptcy.  This,  of  course,  is  what  might  be  expected  and 
what  should  be  the  case.  The  Inspector-General  estimates 
that  as  an  average  one  third  oE  the  assets  have  to  be  deducted 
as  costs  of  and  loss  on  realisation.  The  consequence  is  that 
creditors'  net  losses  figure  up  to  something  like  ten  millions 
sterling  per  annum.  These  were  calculated  at  10, 869,1012. 
in  1893,  and  at  9,695,4392.  in  1894. 

The  Inspector-General  gives  the  following  as  the  chief 
causes  of  insolvency  among  traders  : — 1.  A  lack  of  business 
capital.  2.  Ignorance  oE  bookkeeping  or  want  of  attention 
to  books  and  accounts.  3.  Excessive  trade  credit  given  to 
nmtrustworthy  customers.  4.  Misplaced  confidence  in  em- 
ployers. 5.  The  system  of  accommodation  bills.  6.  Reckless 
speculation  in  produce.  From  a  study  of  our  own  reports 
■we  should  add  to  this  summary,  and  put  in  front  of  some  of 
the  other  causes  of  failure  starting  branch  businesses, 
venturing  on  enterprises  outside  the  established  trade,  betting 
on  horse  races  and  gambling  on  stock  exchanges.  But  we 
are  in  full  agreement  with  the  Inspector-General  that  starting 
a  business  with  insufficient  capital  is  the  first  and  most 
prolific  cause  of  failure,  especially  in  the  retail  trade. 


NOTES    ON    CHINESE  TRADE- 
PROSPECTS. 

The  commercial  future  of  China  is  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting problems  of  the  day.  Everyone  feels  that  we  are  on 
the  threshold  of  the  inclusion  into  the  commercial  system 
of  the  civilised  world  of  a  country  so  large  and  a  population 
so  vast  and  industrious  as  has  never  bsfore  been  suddenly 
drawn  into  commercial  relationship  with  the  outside  world- 
But  very  few  persons  are  quilified  to  offer  an  opinion  worth 
having  on  the  effect  which  the  impending  opsning  of  the 
Chinese  Empire  will  have  upon  European  trade.  Perhaps 
no  body  of  experts  are  better  worth  listening  to  on  this  sub- 
ject than  our  Consuls  at  the  twenty  odd  Chinese  treaty  ports, 
whose  annual  reports  are  summarised  in  a  statement  on  the 
foreign  trade  of  China,  which  has  just  been  published  as  an 
official  paper. 

It  is  a  matter  of  some  surprise  to  note  the  unanimity  with 
which  our  Consuls  declare  that  the  war  with  Japan  has 
scarcely  disturbed  the  foreign  trade  of  China.  In  some  of 
the  northern  ports,  situated  near  the  Manchurian  theatre  of 
war,  a  certain  dislocation  of  trade  was  caused,  principally  by 
fugitive  or  discharged  Chinese  soldiers  who,  "  though  harm- 
less in  the  field,  become  dangerous  when  disbanded  "  ;]ibut, 
taken  as  a  whole,  the  foreign  trade  of  China  increased  rather 
than  diminished  during  the  war-year.  As  soon  as  it  became 
clear  that  war  was  impending,  the  Chinese  seem  [to  have 
made  haste  to  order  the  largest  possible  quantities  of  manu- 
factured goods  from  Japan,  as  well  as  from  other  countries, 
in  order  to  last  them  during  the  progress  of  hostilities. 
Thus,  in  Foochow  alone — ■ 

"  the  importation  of  Japanese  matches  shows  an  increase  of 
no  fewer  than  88,544  gross,  accounted  for  by  the  larger 
supplies  hurriedly  called  from  Japan  at  the  commencement 
of  the  war ;  shortly  after  which  the  match-factories  in  Japan 
were  closed  for  want  of  hands  to  work  them." 

In  future,  Japanese  matches,  which  have  already  proved 
such  dangerous  competitors  to  the  European  article  in  the 
East,  will  in  their  turn  have  to  face,  and  probably  are 
destined  to  succumb,  to  Chinese  competition.  In  the 
Chinese  port  of  Chungking,  for  instance,  matches  are  no 
longer  imported,  but  are  made  by  two  local  factories.  4The 
female  match-box  makers  earn  2d.  per  day,  which  is  no 
inconsiderable  sum  to  a  Chinese  labouring  family.  Ten 
iboxes  sell  for  Id.    As  our  Consul  remarks: — "It  is  difficult 


to  see  how  the  foreign-imported  article  could  compete  with 
a  price  like  this.  Superior  quality  would  not  appeal  to  a 
native,  to  whom  the  smell  of  burning  sulphur  must  be  a 
pleasant  perfume  compared  with  the  stenches  amongst 
which  he  lives  ;  and  as  to  safety,  he  prefers  risks." 

But  although  the  Chinese  consumer  may  thus  be  disposed 
to  run  into  danger  for  the  sake  of  cheapness,  the  Chinese 
authorities  do  not  care  to  face  another  such  accident  as  that 
which  in  August,  1894,  destroyed  1,082  houses  and  caused 
a  money  loss  estimated  at  up  to  l.OOO.OOOZ.  in  the  city  of 
Chungking.  The  fire  was  caused  by  the  upsetting  of  a 
kerosene  lamp,  and  since  its  occurrence  the  use  of  kerosene 
has  been  absolutely  forbidden.  Another  result  of  the  fire 
was  that  the  authorities  ordered  from  England  ten  small 
hand  fire-engines,  capable  of  throwing  a  stream  60  feet  high' 
If  these  give  satisfaction  it  is  probable  that  more  will  be 
ordered  for  various  Chinese  cities.  Incidentally,  the  report 
refers  to  the  increased  importation  of  morphia  for  "  illicit 
purposes" — i.e.,  for  use,  by  subcutaneous  injection,  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  opium-smoking.  The  word  "illicit"  seems  to  be 
a  misnomer  so  far]  as  the  Chinese  treaty  ports  are  con- 
cerned, for  there  the  practice  does  not  seem  to  have  been 
prohibited,  although  it  has  been  so  in  the  British  possession 
of  Hong-Kong,  where  the  newspapers  raised  an  outcry.  In 
Hong-Kong  the  "  practitioners "  who  injected  morphia 
charged  a  fee  of  lc.  per  injection,  and  at  least  ten  Chinese 
doctors  were  known  who  treated  from  fifty  to  one  hundred 
"  patients  "  daily  in  this  manner.  The  latter  appear  to  have 
obtained  the  same  satisfaction  from  having  morphia  injected 
as  they  did  from  smoking  opium,  at  a  much  smaller  cost. 
In  Hong-Kong  the  morphia- injection  practice  appears  to 
have  been  stopped  ;  but  in  Chinese  ports  cot  under  foreign 
control— Amoy,  for  instance— the  practice  is  reported  to  be 
greatly  on  the  increase,  and  to  be  carried  on  quite  openly. 

It  has  bsen  a  matter  of  notoriety  that  for  many  years  the 
importation  of  Indian  opium  into  China  has  been  decreasing 
on  account  of  the  extension  of  cultivation  of  the  opium- 
poppy  in  several  provinces  of  China.  The  Chinese  drug, 
though  much  worse  than  the  Indian,  is  also  vastly  cheaper, 
and  by  degrees  Chinese  opium  has  become  the  poor  man's 
drug  all  over  the  empire.  This  is  a  very  serious  matter  for 
the  British  Indian  exchequer,  but  it  would  seem  that  at 
last  the  rock-bed  of  cheapness  has  been  touched  by  the 
Chinese  drug,  and  that  even  the  impecunious  Chinese  lower 
classes  are  deserting  their  home-made  article,  for  we  are 
told  that  in  certain  ports  the  imports  of  Indian  opium  have 
again  increased  because  of  the  intolerable  sophistication  of 
the  native  article. 

It  is  a  question  of  some  importance  to  pharmacists  whether 
the  opening  of  China  is  likely  to  increase  our  imports  of 
drugs  from  that  country,  or  to  bring  upon  our  markets  new 
products  likely  to  be  useful  in  pharmacy.  With  regard  to 
the  last-mentioned  point,  the  Consuls  do  not  hold  out  very 
much  hope.  As  concerns  the  import  trade,  the  great  ob- 
stacles in  the  way  of  its  development  are  the  local  or 
"  li-kin "  taxes,  levied  upon  all  merchandise  by  officials  at 
various  points  along  the  route  from  the  coast  to  the  interior. 
The  Chinese  Government  has  accepted  the  principle  that 
these  duties  shall  be  definitely  fixed  and  made  uniform 
all  over  the  country,  instead  of  being  determined,  as  the 
case  is  now,  by  the  rapacity  of  the  official  and  the  squeeza- 
bility of  the  owner  of  the  goods.  To  accomplish  this  object, 
however,  it  is  admitted  that  nothing  short  of  a  "  total  and 
radical  change  in  the  present  system  of  collection  will  ba 
effective,  and  that  it  is  also  important  that  the  great  delay 
which  takes  place  at  present  before  the  cargo  is  allowed  to 
pass  the  barriers,  if  the  mandarin  '  squeezes  '  are  not  paid, 
should  be  abolished."  This  sounds  very  well,  and  the  reform

might  perhaps  be  accomplished  by  an  efficient  star!  of 
European  or  Japanese  officials,  backed  up,  if  need  be,  by 
force ;  but  if  the  Chinese  are  left  to  themselves  we  very- 
much  fear  the  abolition  of  these  abuses  would  never  get 
beyond  the  paper  stage.  Other  reforms  described  as  indis- 
pensable preliminaries  to  the  spread  of  foreign  trade  are 
summed  up  as  follows  : — "  Steam  communication  should  be 
permitted  on  all  the  great  internal  waterways  without  hin- 
drance. Natives  and  foreigners  should  be  allowed  to  trade 
with  one  another  in  any  part  of  the  country  they  like.- 
Eailways  should  be  started.  Any  industrial  enterprise 
should  be  permitted  to  all  foreigners  and  natives  on  iden- 
tical terms.  Government  officials  should  not  be  traders, 
and  should  have  no  monopoly  of  any  trade  or  industry,  and 
no  special  exemption  from  taxation."  The  intense  conser- 
vatism of  the  Chinese  people,  and  the  power  of  obstruction 
on  the  part  of  the  official  classes,  however*  will,  no. doubt, 
prove  serious  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  suggested  reforms. 


POSTAL  REFORMS. 

The  present  Postmaster- General,  it  is  understood,  was 
chosen  from  among  the  dukes  in  order  that  he  might  be 
protected  from  Mr.  Henniker  Heaton's  remorseless  pursuit. 
But  this  gentleman,  although  a  Conservative  M.P.,  has  just 
intimated  that  no  party  considerations  will  be  allowed  to 
interfere  with  his  favourite  sport  of  postmaster-hunting.  In 
his  latest  manifesto  he  gives  a  list  of  forty-six  reforms 
which,  in  his  view,  the  Post  Office  should  at  once  adopt,  and 
he  gives  no  assurance  that  having  obtained  these  he  will 
rest  and  be  thankful.  Mr.  Heaton  has  quite  rightly  a  vast 
respect  for  the  office  of  Postmaster-General,  a  minister  at 
the  head,  as  he  says,  of  128,000  State  servants,  and  by  whose 
agency  the  whole  of  our  colossal  trade  is  transacted. 
Perhaps  Mr.  Heaton  unduly  magnifies  the  Postmaster- 
General's  office  a  little  when  he  expects  the  returns  of 
British  commerce  to  indicate  by  millions  the  reign  of  a 
progressive  or  reactionary  Postmaster- General  ;  but  we 
think  he  is  quite  justified  in  claiming,  as  we  understand  he 
does,  that  a  minister  whose  duties  are  so  essential  to  the 
commercial  prosperity  of  the  nation  should  be  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Commons  and  have  a  seat  in  the  Cabinet. 

Among  the  principal  innovations  which  Mr.  Heaton  now 
includes  in  his  charter  are  an  Imperial  Penny  Postage  for 
all  parts  of  the  Empire;  a  parcel  post  between  this  country 
and  the  United  States;  a  reduction  of  the  telephone  rates 
between  London  and  Paris  ;  the  acquisition  by  the  nation  of 
the  telegraphic  cables;  an  imperial  and,  if  possible,  an 
international  postage  stamp ;  reduction  of  the  rates  for 
sample  postage,  registration,  and  of  parcel  rates  to  the 
colonies ;  the  improvement  of  the  express  service ;  the 
rectification  of  some  telegraph  anomalies,  as  specimens  of 
which  he  quotes  that  ironworks  is  taken  as  one  word  while 
steelworks  counts  as  two  words,  and  that  while  St.  Leonards- 
on-Sea  is  transmitted  as  a  simple  ha'porth,  Charing  Cross 
still  requires  a  penny  ;  the  introduction  of  the  cash- on - 
delivery  system  (which  would  vastly  develop  the  existing 
tendency  to  purchase  from  the  big  stores)  ;  the  introduction 
of  the  carte  telegrammes  and  mandat  carte  system  familiar 
in  France,  and  many  other  minor  schemes,  not  all  of  which 
are  quite  as  reasonable  as  Mr.  Heaton  sesms  to  assume. 


A    DRUG-TRADE  ROMANCE. 

Mr.  Abchibald  Clavering  Gunter,  the  author  of  "  Mr. 
Barnes  of  New  York,"  and  of  many  subsequent  stories, 
most  of  which  have  taken  the  public  fancy,  has  evidently 


come  across  the  complaint  which  found  expression  some  time 
since  in  this  journal,  that  the  drug-trade  was  awaiting  its 
epic,  and  with  the  courage  born  of  his  previous  successes 
has  rushed  to  the  rescue.  In  "  The  Ladies  Juggernaut,"  his 
latest  production,  he  gives  us  as  heroine  Miss  Evelyn  Valle 
Bulger,  the  only  daughter  of  the  millionaire,  Abner  Joel 
Bulger,  who  has  made  his  pile  out  of  Bulger's  Bile  Exter- 
minator. The  pretty  Evelyn  has  come  to  pronounce  her 
name  with  a  French  finish,  and  she  is  getting  to  spell  it 
Bulgee.  She  goes  to  Florida  for  a  winter  trip,  and  the 
terrible  prominence  of  her  papa's  placards  all  along  the 
line  give  her  torture  on  the  way.  At  Jacksonville,  she  makes 
acquaintance  with  a  young  man  of  athletic  person  and  aristo- 
cratic manners  (indicated  principally  by  the  frequent  inter- 
position of  "  don't  yer  know"  into  his  conversation),  who  is 
out  there  representing  the  great  London  drug-house  of  Pink, 
White  &  Co.,  37  Tower  Warehouses.  "  They  sell  logwood  by 
the  cargo,  quinine  by  the  thousand  ounces,  cocaine  by  the 
pound  ;  they  have  large  plantations  of  cinchona-trees  on 
the  island  of  Ceylon  ;  they  have  control  over  the 
sarsaparilla-root  coming  down  the  Magdalena  and  Orinoco, 
and  a  good  deal  of  the  Rio  Negro  product,  and  they 
have  a  contract  with  the  Peruvian  Government,  and 
special  licence  for  handling  Peruvian  balsam."  George 
Cranmere  is  very  proud  of  the  business  talents  which  he  is 
cultivating.  It  is  hinted  that  he  was  once  in  the  army, 
and  he  evidently  has  aristocratic  connections.  But  it  only 
comes  out  in  the  latter  part  of  the  story,  when  he  reappears 
as  the  Viscount  Bar-Sinister,  that  he  is  heir  to  the  Marqnisate 
of  Fitzminster.  He  has  come  to  Florida  to  ascertain  if  the 
seed  of  the  coca-plum  has  the  properties  of  the  Eryth  roxylon, 
coea,  with  the  idea  of  making  cocaine  from  it.  At  the  same 
time,  he  does  occasional  lines.  He  sells  a  lot  of  quinine  to 
old  Bulger,  and  he  makes  a  big  contract  for  chloral  hydrate 
with  Mr.  Jonas  Kipley,  the  maker  of  the  famous  Polo- Pony 
Liniment.  Ripley  is  a  suitor  for  Miss  Bulger's  hand,  and  he 
and  the  Englishman  both  aim  to  get  even  over  their  courting 
differences  by  getting  the  drop  on  the  other  in  this  contract. 
That  is  how  drugs  can  be  brought  into  a  novel.  It  does  not 
strike  as  a  very  attractive  idea ;  but  when  we  say  that  the 
drug-trade  episodes  are  far  and  away  the  best  features  of 
the  story,  it  may  be  judged  how  hopelessly  barren  is  the  rest 
of  the  novel.  We  certainly  do  not  think  that  Mr.  Archibald 
Clavering  Gunter  is  the  artist  who  is  destined  to  surround  the 
drug-business  with  a  halo  of  romance. 


W.  G.'S  MEDICAL  COLLEAGUES. 

The  British  Medical  Journal  started  a  shilling  subscrip- 
tion on  behalf  of  Dr.  W.  G.  Grace,  the  cricketer.  The 
response  has  been  906  shillings,  and  the  staff  of  the  journal 
contributed  the  lion's  share  of  that ! 

TO  BENEFIT  POSTERITY. 

Tattooing  is  coming  into  fashion  once  more.  Our  sailor- 
princes  seem  to  have  given  it  a  start,  and  the  "  uppah  suck- 
les" are  being  rapidly  labelled  for  fear  of  accidents.  It  is 
wise  of  them,  for  in  a  few  years  they  will  be  needing  some- 
thing to  remove  the  marks,  which  our  children  will  be  glad 
to  sell  them.  If  we  in  our  pharmaceutical  capacity  are 
required  to  say  anything  about  the  new  craze,  we  have  some 
quite  spicey  things  conjured  up  in  regard  to  it. 

A  NEW  DIABETES  REP/IEDY. 
Dr.  Samuel  West  advocates  the  use  of  uranium  nitrate  in 
the  treatment  of  diabetes  mellitus.  He  gives  it  in  doses  of 
1  to  2  gr.  three  times  a  day,  gradually  increased  to  10  to 
20  gr.  The  cases  which  Dr.  West  records  in  the  British 
Medical  Journal  appear  to  have  been  very  carefully  and 
accurately  observed,  and  there  seems  no  reason  to  doubb 
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that  we  have  in  uranium  nitrate  a  powerful  means  of 
influencing  diabetes.  Dr.  West  seems  to  think  it  likely  that 
the  action  of  the  salt  is  due  to  its  effect  in  checking  the 
rapid  digestion  of  starch  and  of  some  forms  of  albumen  and 
in  controlling  excessive  pancreatic  digestion,  and  he  lays 
some  stress  on  the  fact  that  no  uranium  was  discovered  in 
the  uiine  as  suggesting  that  none  had  got  into  the  general 
circulation. 

WHICH  IS  THE  LAND  OF  THE  CUTTER? 
The  Danish  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  curious  to 
know  what  medicines  cost  in  various  countries,  and  about 
two  years  ago  sent  round  a  prescription  with  the  following 
results : —

The  figures  represent  the  proportionate  cost.  It  is  rather 
curious  that  the  three  countries  in  which  prices  of  medicines 
are  not  controlled  by  law  appear  by  the  list  to  be  the  dearest ; 
yet  we  feel  that  the  259  put  against  England  could  be  much 
reduced  by  judicious  selection  of  the  shop  at  which  to  pre- 
sent the  prescription.  We  have  on  record  as  much  varia- 
tion of  prices  in  England  as  is  shown  by  the  table. 

MPEXSICLUHSAG. 
This  is  the  latest  addition  to  materia  medica.  vve  find  it 
strongly  recommended  in  a  Canadian  journal  as  a  remedy 
for  summer  complaints,  especially  as  an  addition  to  prepara- 
tions of  an  effervescing  character.  In  the  free  state  mpex- 
sicluhsag  occurs  in  colourless,  acicular  crystals,  freely  soluble 
in  water,  less  so  in  alcohol,  ether,  chloroform,  and  other 
solvents.  It  has  a  taste  entirely  sui  generis.  When  heated 
it  loses  the  elements  of  water,  and  becoms  amorphous,  the 
residue  being  perfectly  white  if  the  heat  has  not  been  unduly 
prolonged  or  excessive  as  to  degree.  We  understand  from 
our  Canadian  friend  that  the  remedy  is  well-known  there, 
which  may  or  may  not  be  owing  to  the  proximity  of  the 
Indian  territory,  but  we  have  thought  it  advisable  to  give 
this  description  as  we  on  this  side  have  not  the  glibness  of 
the  noble  red  man's  tongue  in  getting  round  the  name  of  it. 
The  dose  varies  from  5  gr.  upwards.  The  largest  administered 
to  man  within  our  knowledge  is  4  oz.,  which  was  given  along 
with  \  oz.  of  senna-leaves :  but  he  was  a  young  and  vigorous 
Irishman,  whose  alimentary  canal  was  a3  stubborn  to  move 
as  his  mental  disposition  was  pugnacious. 

COUNTER-PRACTICE  PRIZES. 

The  task  of  awarding  the  prizes  for  our  Counter-practice 
Competition,  from  which  we  completed  the  publication  of 
formulas  in  our  Summer  Number,  was  one  of  the  most  diffi- 
cult tasks  which  have  fallen  to  our  lot  in  connection  with 
our  Postcard  Competitions.  With  the  assistance  of  our 
medical  assessor  the  published  prescriptions  were  examined 
and  marked,  considerations  of  safety  and  sound  prescribing 
being  carefully  kept  in  view.

DENTISTS'  CLAIMS. 

A  provincial  chemist  wrote  to  us  last  week  stating  that  in 
a  letter  he  had  received  from  the  Dean  of  the  Dental 
Hospital  of  London  and  London  School  of  Dental  Surgery 
tbat  official  had  asserted  that  if  neither  he  nor  his  assistants 
were  upon  the  Dentists'  Register  they  were  rendering  them- 
selves liable  to  prosecutions  and  to  a  fine  of  20£.  for  perform- 
ing dental  operations.  The  statement  wa3  so  extraordinary 
that  we  asked  our  correspondent  to  let  us  see  the  Dean's 
letter.  He  has  since  sent  it  to  us,  and  we  find  the  warning 
in  it,  without  any  qualification  or  modification  in  the  context, 
just  as  our  correspondent  quoted  it.  The  letter  was  in 
answer  to  one  asking  about  practical  work  in  the  hospital, 
and  the  following  are  the  Dean's  exact  words  :— 

If  neither  you  nor  your  assistant  are  upon  the  Dentists' 
Register  you  are  rendering  yourselves  liable  to  prosecution 
and  to  a  fine  of  ZOL  for  performing  dental  operations. 

The  letter  is  signed  "  Morton  Smale,  Dean."  We  cannot 
understand  how  such  a  letter  could  be  written  by  an  official 
who  must  be  familiar  with  the  exact  phraseology  and  mean- 
ing of  the  Dentists  Act.  If  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  were  to  write  to  a  grocer  informing  him 
that  he  was  rendering  himself  liable  to  a  penalty  for  selling 
drugs  the  proceeding  would  be  analogous.  A  representative 
of  this  journal  has  called  at  the  Dental  Hospital  to  ask  Mr. 
Smale  if  he  would  care  to  offer  any  explanation,  but  found 
he  was  away  in  the  North  of  England.  We  hope  when  he 
returns  he  will  favour  us  with  some  communication. 

THE  CHEMIST  AND  THE  ELEPHANT. 
Mr.  John  Turley,  chemist,  of  Tenbury,  whose  death  we 
recorded  last  week,  was  once  the  hero  of  an  elephant  story, 
which  was  narrated  at  the  time  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  but  which  has  been  naturally  revived  in  con- 
nection with  the  notice  of  Mr.  Turley's  death.  Mr.  Turley 
was  a  prescribing  chemist,  and  one  of  his  patients  manifested 
a  sense  of  gratitude  which  may  be  suggested  as  an  example 
to  patients  of  higher  rank  in  the  scale  of  creation.  About 
fifteen  years  ago  Wombwell's  menagerie  visited  Tenbury, 
and  just  as  the  caravans  were  marching  into  the  town  one  of 
the  elephants,  a  great  animal  known  by  the  name  of  "  Lizzie," 
was  taken  ill  with  a  severe  attack  of  colic.  The  poor  animal 
fell  to  the  ground,  and  lay  as  if  dead.  Mr.  Turley  was  sent 
for,  and  he  set  to  work  on  his  strange  patient.  For  some" 
thing  like  twelve  hours  he  kept  at  it,  and  eventually  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  the  animal  up  and  into  the  stable,  where, 
after  a  day's  rest,  it  got  all  right  again.  The  show  left,  and 
nothing  more  was  thought  of  it.  Some  three  or  four  years 
afterwards  the  exhibition  came  to  Tenbury  again,  and  the 
usual  procession  went  round  the  town.  Mr.  Turley  was 
standing  at  his  door,  when  his  old  friend  "  Lizzie  "  came  up. 
Directly  she  saw  Mr.  Turley  she  commenced  to  trumpet  most 
loudly,  and  her  driver  lost  all  control  over  her.  She  walked 
out  of  the  procession  straight  up  to  Mr.  Turley,  encircled  him 
with  her  trunk,  and  made  every  demonstration  of  delight. 
Poor  Mr.  Turley  was  more  frightened  than  hurt,  and  it  was 
with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  the  elephant  was  induced  to 
proceed.  It  is  a  pity  "  Lizzie  "  could  not  give  her  views  to  a 
few  of  our  English  coroners. 
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FOREIGN  GOODS  WITH  ENGLISH  LABELS. 
We  do  not  think  that  British  manufacturers  pay  sufficient 
attention  to  a  practice  which  is  very  common  on  the 
Continent,  and  must  be  injurious  to  the  interests  of  traders 
and  manufacturers  in  this  country — viz.,  that  of  putting  upon 
the  market  articles  which  have  never  seen  England  as 
British-made,  in  a  sham  British  packiDg,  and  with  a  label 
which  only  too  often  betrays  the  bogus  origin  of  the  article 
to  anyone  really  conversant  with  English  ways  and  the 
English  language.  The  goods  picked  out  for  the  practice  of 
this  fraud  are  naturally  articles  which  are  reputed  to  be 
well  known  in  England,  and  for  genuine  British  specimens  of 
which  the  public  are  prepared  to  pay  a  high  price.  There  is 
no  need  to  imitate  any  particular  trade-mark  so  closely  as  to 
become  liable  to  prosecution  ;  all  that  is  wanted  is  to  get 
up  the  goods  in  a  style  generally  resembling  that  of  the 
genuine  article.  No  single  manufacturer  is  injured  suffi- 
ciently directly  to  take  action,  but  the  damage  inflicted  on 
British  trade  is  very  serious  indeed.  What,  for  instance,  we 
should  like  to  know,  is  "  the  Melbrose  favourite  Hair  Restorer 
Ditta  Reeve  e  Company,"  a  hair-dye  of  which  the  sale  has 
just  been  prohibited  in  one  of  the  Austrian  provinces  on 
account  of  the  presence  in  the  preparation  of  large  quan- 
tities of  sugar  of  lead  ?  This  nostrum  may  have  had  quite  a 
reputation  in  Austria,  and  was  probably  prepared  by  some 
local  chemist  or  manufacturer  as  an  imitation  of  the  well- 
known  Melrose  hair  restorer.

We  do  not  imagine  that  this  book  will  be  of  much  use  to 
those  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  diy-plates  and  sensi- 
tised-paper,  but  it  will  certainly  be  interesting  to  amateurs 
who  wish  to  try  their  hands  upon  this  amateur-neglected 
branch  photography,  and  we  imagine  there  are  some 
chemists  who  would  be  glad  to  read  the  book.  We  have 
found  it  interesting  and  we  are  sure  it  is  instructive.  It 
contains  much  practical  information  regarding  mechanical 
details,  besides  a  collection  of  useful  formulas  and  explana- 
tions of  most  of  the  photographic-printirjg  processes,  about 
all  of  which  the  author  is  well  qualified  to  write,  having 
been  in  an  American  photographic-material  factory  for  some 
years. 


Adulteration  of  Food :  Statutes  and  Cases  dealing  with 
Coffee,  Tea,  Dread,  Seeds,  Food  and  Drugs,  Margarine, 
Fertilisers  an  d  Feeding -stv ffs,Sfc.  By  Douglas  C.  B artley, 
barrister.    London :  Stevens  &  Sons  (Limited),  6s. 

The  Acts  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs 
have  been  the  subject  of  so  many  and  such  delicately 
differentiated  decisions  that  a  book  of  this  character  is  of 
the  utmost  value  to  all  who  are  in  any  way  concerned  with 
the  administration  of  these  Acts.  Mr.  Bartley  has  done  his 
work  most  carefully.  His  book  contains  the  text  not  only  of 
the  well-known  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  but  also  of 
earlier  Acts  relating  to  the  adulteration  of  tea,  coffee,  bread, 
and  seeds,  as  well  as  of  the  Margarine  and  Fertilisers  Acts. 
Judicial  interpretations,  gathered  from  reported  cases,  are 
interpolated  clause  by  clause,  and  exact  references  to  a 
great  number  of  cases,  including  the  very  latest  which 
establish  any  new  construction  are  quoted.  The  Summary 
Jurisdiction  Rules  of  1886,  and  copies  of  the  forms  used  under 
these,  are  also  given  in  appendices. 


When  Mr.  Robert  White,  M.P.S..  now  of  East  Finchley, 
was  forty-two  years  younger  than  he  is  now  he  was  fired 
by  an  ambition  and  a  thirst  for  wandering  the  earth 
altogether  out  of  proportion  to  the  area  of  this  blessed  plot, 
this  realm,  this  England  which  gave  him  birth.  So,  having 
had  seven  years'  experience  as  an  assistant  in  Oxford,  he 
accepted  a  berth  at  300Z.  a  year  as  pharmacist  to  "  a  canal 
company  "  in  California,  and  departed  for  the  newly-found 
Dorado.  Mr.  White  lived  in  the  States  fifteen  years,  and 
during  that  time  had  a  fair  share  of  adventures,  some  of 
which  he  has  now,  owing  to  "  the  importunities  of  friends," 
enshrined  in  a  little  book  called  Struggles  and  Incidents  i% 
the  Life  of  d  Chemist  (John  Davis  &  Co.,  Limited).  When 
Mr.  White  arrived  in  California  he  found  that  the  company 
which  had  engaged  him  had  changed  hands,  and  that  his 
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berth  was  gone.  So  he  took  to  clerking  and  mining,  and 
finally  got  back  to  pharmacy,  his  first  love,  and  opened  a 
log-cabin  shop  in  a  mining-camp.  His  reminiscences  are 
interesting  and  chatty. 


Clinical  Lectures  on  the  Prevention  of  Consumption.  By 
William  Mueeell,  M.D.  London  :  Bailliere,  Tindal 
&  Cox.    3s.  6d. 

De.  Muerbll's  contribution  to  the  literature  dealing  with 
tuberculous  disease  is  not  superfluous.  His  treatise  is  short, 
but  pithy.  It  is  principally  a  collection  oE  the  observations 
of  others  in  regard  to  the  conditions  under  which  con- 
sumption flourishes.  That  it  is  communicable  there  is  little 
doubt;  but  it  is  pretty  evident  tbat  the  danger  of  infection 
is  only  slight  in  an  environment  of  pure  air  and  sunshine, 
and  plenty  of  these.  Hereditary  tendency  cannot  be  denied, 
nor,  we  suppose,  can  the  tubercle  bacillus ;  but  gloomy  sur- 
roundings and  insufficient  fresh  air  seem  to  be  equally 
effective  means  for  cultivating  the  disease.  Dr.  Murrell 
makes  some  excellent  remarks  on  the  risks  toother  passengers 
of  consumptive  fellow-travellers  on  an  ocean  voyage,  and 
similarly  on  the  danger  of  infection  from  railway-carriages 
and  lodging-houses  in  which  consumptive  patients  have 
travelled  or  resided.  How  gallantly  a  medical  freethinker, 
such  as  we  assume  Dr.  Murrell  to  be,  will  cling  to  his  own 
pet  superstitions  is  curiously  evidenced  by  the  cool  effrontery 
with  which  he  heads  one  of  his  chapters,  "Koch's  Tubercu- 
lin not  a  Failure."  The  evidence  given  in  support  of  this 
assertion  is  flimsy  in  the  extreme,  and  only  relates  to  the 
alleged  (and  denied)  usefulness  of  the  stuff  as  a  diagnostic 
agent  in  veterinary  practice. 


Disinfection  and  Disinfectants.    By  Samuel  Rideal,  D  Sc 
London  :  1895.    C.  Giiffin  &  Co.  (Limited).    Pp.  340. 

The  author  describes  this  book  as  "  an  introduction  to 
the  study  of"  the  subject,  but  why  so  we  cannot  quite  under- 
stand, as  the  book  is  really  an  exhaustive  treatise,  and  one 
of  the  most  interesting  works  on  the  subject  which  we  have 
read.  After  an  introductory  chapter,  Dr.  Rideal  treats  in 
succession  disinfection  by  heat,  chemical  disinfectants  (in  a 
series  of  seven  chapters),  practical  methods,  personal  and 
internal  disinfection,  food  preservation,  legal  statutes  and 
regulations,  and  methods  of  analysis ;  so  that  the  whole 
rar.ge  of  the  subject  is  dealt  with,  and  that  in  a  most  intelli- 
gent manner.  We  may  also  add  that  the  author  has  in 
writing  the  book  had  a  shrewd  idea  of  what  would  sell ;  for 
he  has  given  us  a  volume  which  is  virtually  composed  of  an 
exposition  of  the  principles  of  disinfection,  and  an  encyclo- 
paedia of  all  the  methods  and  means  proposed  for  many 
years  back.  It  contains  all  in  the  nature  of  antiseptics  and 
disinfectants,  or  mechanical  processes  related  thereto,  which 
have  been  the  subject  of  English  patents,  and  English, 
French,  and  German  literature  has  been  ransacked  to  fill  the 
pages  of  the  book.  Indeed,  one's  first  impression  is  that  it 
is  a  very  superior  scrap-book,  and,  although  one  cannot  get 
completely  rid  of  that  impression,  the  thing  is  so  very  well 
done,  the  book  so  valuable  and  useful,  that  we  consider  we 
owe  a  debt  co  the  author  for  treating  the  subject  as  he  has 
done.  There  is,  we  consider,  no  department  of  literature  so 
popular  as  that  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  the  compiler. 
Unfortunately,  such  work  is  generally  entrusted  to  the  hacks 
of  literature,  who  can  write  with  facility,  but  know  little  of 
their  subjects,  so  that  their  books  are  unreliable.  This  is 
where  Dr.  Rideal  has  risen  superior  to  the  rule,  and  his  book 
will  be  valued  by  all  who  are  connected  with  sanitation  and 
public  health,  and  not  least  by  pharmacists.

Chrysanthemum  Corymbosum. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Pltar.  Zeit.  states  that  he  has 
found  the  powdered  flowers  of  the  above-named  plant  to  be 
an  efficient  insecticide. 

Ferrum  Redactum. 

Some  of  the  reduced  iron  in  the  French  market  just  now 
contains  very  little  metallic  iron,  and  is  composed  mainly  of 
ferroso- ferric  oxide.  Fleury  (Bull.  Soo.  Phar.  Bord.) 
reports  on  one  sample  which  contained  only  5  per  cent,  of 
reduced  iron. 

Oil  of  Peach-kernels. 

It  is  sometimes  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  distinguish 
between  this  oil  and  true  oil  of  sweet  almonds.  Dr.  A. 
Schneegans  says  that  there  is  always  as  much  benzaldehyde 
present  in  the  former  as  will  react  with  sodium-bisulphite 
solution.  The  plan  is  to  shake  up  a  small  quantity  of  the  oil 
with  a  saturated  solution  of  the  bisulphite,  separate  the 
solution  from  the  oil  and  add  alkali  to  the  solution,  when  the 
odour  of  bitter  almonds  will  appear. 

Salicylate  of  Magnesia. 

Mr.  R.  Van  Gool  says  (Journ.  de  Phar.  d'Anvers)  there 
is  considerable  difficulty  in  making  this  salt  free  from  colour, 
the  small  trace  of  iron  in  the  carbonate  sufficing  when 
salicylic  acid  is  saturated  therewith  to  give  a  coloured  salt. 
The  way  to  get  over  this  is  rather  roundabout,  but 
ingenious.  Mr.  Van  Gool  takes  a  dilute  sulphuric  acid  and 
saturates  it  with  magnesia  carbonate ;  the  clear  solution  is 
then  slightly  acidified  with  hydrochloric  acid,  and  if  it  gives 
a  reaction  with  potassium  sulphocyanide,  that  reagent  is 
added  until  the  colour  doe3  not  appear  to  darken.  The 
solution  is  then  shaken  with  ether  to  remove  the  sulpho- 
cyanide, and  when  the  iron  is  quite  removed  in  this  way  the 
solution  is  evaporated  to  the  crystallisation-point.  The 
sulphate  obtained  is  used  to  make  a  pure  carbonate,  which 
in  its  turn  is  used  to  saturate  pure  salicylic  acid.  The 
commercial  sulphate  of  magnesia  is  objected  to  by  Mr.  Van 
Gool. 

Colour-end  Point3  tn  Volumetric  Analysis. 

A.  Lupp  has  originated  the  subjoined  device  for  deter- 
mining colour-reactions  more  accurately  and  precisely.  The 
beaker  a,  containing  the  solution  to  be  titrated,  is  sup-

ported  on  a  tripod  by  a  triangular  board  or  plate  b,  having 
a  small  hole  in  the  centre,  through  which  the  rays  of  light 
are  made  to  pass  into  the  liquid  by  the  regulating  mirror  o. 

Condensed  Milk  by  Freezing. 

We  have  on  several  occasions  referred  to  the  French 
plan  for  concentrating  vegetable  extracts  by  the  freezing 
process,  whereby  most  of  the  water  of  the  infusions,  &c,  is 
removed  as  ice.    The  same  process  is  now  applied  to  the 


manufacture  of  condensed  milk.  Mr.  Byron  F.  Mclntyre' 
of  East  Orange,  N  J.,  states,  in  the  Alumni  Report,  that  after 
the  milk  has  been  chemically  examined  it  is  cooled  down  to 
freezing-point  almost,  and  then  transferred  into  pans  having 
an  area  of  about  fifty  square  feet,  and  capacity  of  one  or 
two  hundred  gallons.  These  pans  are  kept  in  a  freezing- 
closet  at  or  near  zero,  and  the  milk  is  permitted  to 
freezB  until  a  film  of  ice  is  formed,  when  an  automatic  stir- 
ring-apparatus breaks  the  ice  into  small  particles.  This 
operation  is  continued  until  all  of  the  milk  is  converted  into 
a  mushy  mass  of  ice  crystals,  with  thick  milk  between.  The 
mixture  is  then  passed  through  a  centrifugal  machine,  when 
the  milk  flows  away,  and  the  crystals  remaining  show  about 
two-tenths  of  1  per  cent,  of  milk  solids.  The  first  freeze 
usually  separates  one-half  of  the  water,  and  two  additional 
freezes  are  required  to  reduce  the  milk  to  proper  consistence. 
The  limit  of  condensation  is  not  a  question  of  converting 
water  into  ice,  but  rather  a  problem  of  detaching  the  heavy, 
tenacious  condensed  milk  from  the  ice  crystals,  which  is 
accomplished  by  increasing  the  speed  of  the  centrifugal 
proportionate  to  the  density  of  the  milk.  In  keeping- 
qualities  the  product  is  said  to  be  excellent. 

Oxalic  Acid  in  Rhubarb-leaves. 

Early  in  the  summer  we  recorded  a  death  at  Enfield 
which  was  supposed  to  be  due  to  oxalic  acid  contained  in 
boiled  garden-rhuharb  leaves,  of  which  a  man  had  eaten 
heartily.  The  matter  created  interest  at  the  time,  even  in 
Germany.  Following  it  up,  Dr.  R.  Otto  communicates  to 
the  Apothelter  Zeitung  an  interesting  record  of  analyses 
of  the  leaves  and  leaf-juice  made  last  year  and  this 
year,  the  suggestion  having  been  put  forward  that  the 
amount  of  acid  in  the  leaves  varies  with  the  nature  of  the 
season.  Both  malic  and  oxalic  acids  are  in  the  leaves.  The 
amounts  vary  also  according  to  the  species.  For  example, 
the  following  are  the  amounts  of  oxalate  (calculated  as 
oxalic  acid)  found  in  100  grammes  of  air-dried  fresh  leaves 
on  May  5.  1891: — Prince  of  Wales,  0  913  gramme;  Queen 
Victoria,  0  1943  cramrce;  Rheum  nepalense,  0  2151  gramme  ; 
R.  Paragon,  0  22 J  gramme;  R.  nutans,  0  336L  gramme. 
On  June  4  the  quantities  were  : — Rheum  nepalense,  0  271 
per  cent. ;  R.  palmatum,  0-258  per  cent. ;  R.  leucorhizum, 
0  222  per  cent. ;  R.  crispum,  0  208  per  cent.  ;  and  the 
yields  of  malic  acid   come  out  at:— Rheum  nepalense, 

0  3  per  cent.;  R.  palmatum,  0  675  per  cent.;  R.  nutans, 

1  043  per  cent.  ;  R.  crispum,  1 155  percent. ;  R.  leucorhizum, 
1733  per  cent.  Dr.  Otto  considers  that  these  figures  justify 
him  in  saying  that  between  May  and  June,  when  the  plant 
approaches  the  fruiting  stage,  it  is  richest  in  acid,  and  then 
falls  off.  This  year's  experiments  confirm  that.  In  the 
latter  ca3e  Dr.  Otto  expressed  the  juice  out  of  leaves 
(the  yield  was  about  75  per  cent,  on  the  average),  and  the 
following  interesting  figures  were  obtained  : —

The  surmise  is  that  the  acids  are  utilised  in  the  formation  of 
sugar,  which  Dr.  Otto  partly  proved  by  keeping  the  May  25 
juice  until  June  27,  when  he  found  that  it  contained 
1-4600  per  cent,  of  malic  and  0  3334  per  cent,  of  oxalic  acid, 
with  1  328  per  cent,  of  inert  sugar  not  previously  there.

Cjjc  Castor-oil  Jfabustrg  in  Jfntrhu 

TWO  chief  forms  of  the  Ricinus  communis  are  met  with  in 
India,  but  under  each  of  these  there  are  numerous 
modifications  in  colour  and  shape  of  leaves  and  presence  or 
absence  of  spinous  appendages  on  the  fruit.  The  one  form 
is  a  tall  bush,  or  almost  tree,  a  perennial  grown  as  a  hedge- 
plant  or  to  afford  shade  around  fields  in  which  moie  delicate 
crops  are  bring  cultivated  ;  this  yields  a  larger  seed  and  an 
abundance  of  an  inferior  oil,  which  is  generally  expressed 
by  a  different  process  from  that  adopted  with  the  other 
form.  The  second  is  an  annual  plant,  sometimes  grown  as  a 
pure  crop,  though  more  frequently  in  rows  or  lines  through 
a  field  containing  other  crops.  It  produces  small  seeds,  the 
best  of  which,  by  an  expensive  or  careful  process,  yield 
the  superior  qualities  of  the  oil  of  commerce  and  of  pharmacy. 
Tbe  oil  obtained  from  the  first  is  largely  used  in  India  for 
illuminating  purposes,  and  hence  is  often  called  lamp-oil ; 
but  it  also  finds  a  place  as  a  lubricating-oil. 
~  In  most  parts  of  India  the  varieties  of  the  castor-bean  are 
described  as  two — the  large  and  the  small.  Now  and  then 
five  kinds  are  mentioned,  but  in  the  Presidency  of  Bengal 
there  seem  to  be  three  kinds  that  receive  attention — the 
"  Chunaki "  (small  in  size),  the  "Gohuma"  (middle-sized), 
and  the  "  Jagia  "  (large-sized). 

The  method  of  sowing  Chunaki  castor-seed  is  very  simple, 
as  no  preparation  of  the  land  is  necessary.  Holes  are  made 
in  the  ground  about  2  inches  deep,  3  inches  in  diameter,  and 
3  feet  or  4  feet  apart,  one  seed  being  put  in  each  hole.  The 
young  plants  appear  after  a  week.  The  crop  does  not  require 
any  further  care.  Small  plots  of  land  attached  to  the 
houses  of  the  cultivators  are  used.  The  stems  of  the  plants 
serve  as  supports  for  creeping  vines.  The  poor  people  use 
the  stems,  which  range  from  10  feet  to  12  feet  in  height,  for 
thatching,  and  the  leaves  and  oil  are  medicinally  employed. 
The  oil  is  used  as  a  remedy  for  rheumatism.  The  Chunaki 
■plants  are  allowed  to  stand  for  two  or  three  years,  the  old 
stocks  producing  fruit  earlier,  but  their  seeds  being:  inferior 
to  those  of  the  new.  The  fruit  begins  to  ripen  in  November 
and  December,  and  continues  till  March.  When  ripe  it 
bursts,  scattering  the  seeds  at  some  distance.  The  bunches 
of  fruit  are  plucked  and  placed  in  small  trenches  or  tubes 
along  with  water  or  liquid  manure.  They  are  allowed  to  rot 
for  two  or  three  days,  after  which  they  are  taken  out  and 
(put  in  the  sun.  When  dry  they  are  crushed  by  hand  or  flat 
wooden  mallets  and  the  seeds  cleaned  by  winnowing.  The 
seeds  are  bright  black,  dotted  with  grey ,  and  have  a  hard 
shell. 

The  Gohuma  variety ~of  the  castor-be3n  is  regarded  as  the 
best.  It  is  extensively  cultivated  in  loamy  soil,  and  resembles 
wheat  in  colour.  The  fields  are  well  prepared,  and  the  seeds 
are  sown  at  a  distance  of  1  or  2  spans  in  furrows.  The 
plants  are  watered  once  or  twice  when  the  soil  becomes 
hard,  and  when  there  is  no  means  of  irrigation.  The  banks 
of  streams  and  rivers  afford  a  superior  crop.  The  stem  of 
the  plant  does  not  exceed  6  feet,  and  is  about  an  inch  in 
diameter.  Gohuma  is  sown  in  November  ;  its  fruit  begins 
to  ripen  in  March,  and  continues  till  April.  It  is  harvested 
in  the  same  manner  as  Chunaki. 

Jagia  is  sown  generally  along  with  Indian  corn  in  June  or 
July,  before  the  rains  set  in.  The  ground  is  ploughed  two  or 
three  times,  and  the  seeds  dropped  one  by  one  3  feet  apart 
iin  the  furrows  made  by  a  plough.  When  the  sowing  is 
finished,  the  fields  are  made  even  by  the  application  of  a  flat 
timber.  The  fruit  begins  to  ripen  in  February  or  March, 
when  it  is  collected  and  the  seeds  prepared  by  the  same  pro- 
cess as  is  followed  in  the  case  of  Chunaki.  The  seeds  of 
the  Jagia  are  of  red  colour  and  a  little  flat. 

In  the  Madras  Presidency  three  different  methods  for  ex- 
tracting the  oil  are  in  use.  In  the  first  process  the  seeds  are 
roasted  in  a  pot,  pounded  in  a  mortar,  and  placed  in  four 
times  their  volume  of  water,  which  is  kept  boiling  under 
frequent  stirring.  After  a  while  the  pot  is  removed  from 
the  fire  and  the  oil  skimmed  off,  the  residue  being  allowed  to 
cool  and  boiled  again  the  next  day.  The  oil  produced  by  the 
second  boiling  is  considered  the  best.  In  the  second  process 
the  seed  is  boiled  and  then  dried  in  the  sun,  after  which  it 
is  pounded  [and  farther  subjected  to  the  same  process  as 
described  above.   The  third  method  consists  in  first  soaking 


the  seed  in  water  for  a  night,  grinding  it  next  morning  in  the 
ordinary  native  oil-mill,  and  straining  through  a  piece  of 
cloth.  This  oil  is  used  for  lighting  and  dyeing  purposes. 
Experiments  were  made  at  the  Government  farm  at  Saidapefc 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  relative  merits  of  the 
various  methods  of  expressing  castor  oil.  The  quantity  of 
beans  operated  upon  in  each  case  was  100  lbs.  In  ex- 
periment No.  1  the  oil  was  cold  drawn,  the  seed  being 
crushed  in  a  screw-press  with  horizontal  rollers,  and  the 
resulting  pulp  put  in  gunnies  and  pressed.  In  experiment 
No.  2,  which  was  divided  into  A  and  B,  extraction  was 
effected  by  the  ordinary  native  process  of  roasting  and 
pounding  the  seed  and  boiling  the  result  in  water,  the  oil 
being  skimmed  off  as  it  rose.  The  difference  in  results 
between  A  and  B  was  chiefly  caused  by  the  over-roasting  of 
the  beans  in  the  former.  In  experiment  No.  3  the  ordinary 
native  mill  was  employed,  and  the  oil  after  the  pulp  had 
been  well  pressed,  was  boiled.  The  oil  obtained  in  No.  1 
experiment  is  stated  to  have  been  very  pure,  but  in  the 
others  it  was  dirty.  The  following  statement  exhibits  the 
outturn  in  each  experiment : —

It  will  be  observed  that  the  yield  of  oil  obtained  by  cold- 
drawing  was  considerably  larger  than  that  by  the  other 
process.  The  general  native  estimate  of  the  yield  of  castor 
oil  is  25  per  cent,  on  the  quantity  of  beans  used. 

Some  of  the  gaols  in  India  employ  many  of  the  prisoners  in 
the  manufacture  of  castor  oil.  The  cleaning  and  grading  of 
the  seeds  are  done  by  females,  who,  by  means  of  sieves  with 
different-sized  meshes,  grade  the  seed  into  four  sizes. 

The  castor-oil  plant  is  largely  cultivated  in  Assam  for 
feeding  silkworms.  An  excellent  paper  pulp  is  made  with 
the  bark  from  the  stems.  The  oil  is  frequently  used  by  the 
Indian  dyers,  and  it  has  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the 
best  for  dressing  tanned  hides  and  skins,  as  it  repels  rats  and 
other  vermin,  and  does  not  interfere  with  subsequent  polish- 
ing. This  oil  is  the  most  eligible  one  for  lubricating  all  sorts 
or  machinery,  clocks,  watches,  &c. ;  it  is  the  best  lamp-oil  in 
use  in  India,  giving  an  excellent  white  light  vying  in  bril- 
liancy with  electricity,  far  superior  to  petroleum  and  all 
other  oils.  The  slowness  with  which  it  burns  and  its  freedom 
from  danger  as  a  lamp-oil  are  great  recommendations.  The 
railways  in  India  burn  it,  as  the  soot  it  gives  out  is  almost 
imperceptible.  It  is  used  very  extensively  by  perfumers  in 
the  manufacture  of  the  fancy  articles  they  put  on  the  market, 
and  enters  largely  into  the  making  of  some  kinds  of  varnish. 
There  is  no  necessity  for  speaking  of  its  medicinal  ex- 
cellencies. 

At  the  Allahabad  East  Indian  Railway  station  the  lamps 
are  lighted  with  the  gas  obtained  from  the  castor-oil  cake. 
It  has  been  found  to  be  an  excellent  material  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

From  1850  to  1881  the  export  of  castor  oil  expanded  from 
100,000  gallons  to  over  3,000,000  gallons.  In  1891-92  it 
reached  3,273,980  gallons.

ON  the  Riviera  Ponente,  of  which  San  Remo  forms  the 
most  prominent  landmark,  one  of  the  two  chief  in- 
dustries is  the  manufacture  of  olive  oil,  upon  which  fully 
half  the  peasant  population  depend  as  their  means  of  exist- 
ence. The  other  great  industry  is  the  cultivation  of  lemons 
for  export. 
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The  olive-tree  (Olea,  ewroprea,  nat.  ord.  Oleacasa)  cultivated 
here  produces  the  purest  and  finest  quality  of  oil  obtainable. 
It  flowers  about  the  month  of  June,  and  should  the  season 
be  favourable,  the  fruit  is  ripe  and  ready  for  collection  in 
February  or  March  following.  A  good  crop  generally  occurs 
but  once  every  three  years,  and  depends  entirely  upon  cli- 
matic influences.  Sometimes  it  happens  that  two  good 
crops  follow  in  successive  seasons.  This  year  promised  well 
for  a  good  yield  ;  but  owing  to  a  prolonged  spell  of  excep- 
tionally hot  weather  in  September  and  October,  the  fruits 
were  attacked  by  an  insect,  which  deposited  eggs  producing 
small  worms.  These  ate  into  the  fleshy  part  of  the  fruit, 
leaving  in  some  instances  only  the  skin  and  the  hard  nut- 
like seed  remaining.  An  average  tree  will  yield  four  to  five 
sacks  of  olives — from  420  to  525  lbs.  weight — and  should 
produce  an  average  of  80  to  100  lbs.  of  oil,  or  20  lbs.  per 
sack.  These  calculations  are  taken  as  results  of  favourable 
seasons  when  the  fruits  are  sound ;  but  frequently  only  a 
fourth  or  even  an  eighth  of  this  quantity  is  obtained. 

The  olives  are  collected  by  spreading  sheets  on  the  ground 
under  the  trees,  and  beating  the  branches  till  the  fruit  falls  ; 
the  olives  are  then  conveyed  to  the  oil-mills,  often  long 
distances,  in  baskets,  usually  carried  on  the  head  by  women. 
When  a  sufficient  quantity  of  olives  has  been  obtained,  the 
operation  for  the  expression  of  the  oil  is  begun  ;  first,  the 
olives  are  placed  whole  in  a  mill,  and  ground  for  several 
hours  by  means  of  a  stone  wheel ;  when  sufficiently  crushed 
they  are  packed  into  peculiarly-shaped  fibre  bags,  resembling 
Tarn  O'Shanter  caps,  but  about  twice  the  size  of  these. 
These  bags  are  placed  one  on  the  top  of  another  to  a 
height  of  about  3  feet,  and  then  put  in  a  huge  press  and 
gradually  pressed  till  no  more  oil  exudes.  The  oil  obtained 
is  first  purified  by  throwing  cold  water  upon  it,  which  in 
descending  carries  down  the  colouring-matter  and  impurities. 
The  oil  is  then  run  off,  and  allowed  to  stand  in  casks  or 
troughs  till  all  sediment  is  deposited,  then  run  or  bailed  off, 
and  sent  to  the  dealers  for  putting  into  flasks  or  casks  for 
export ;  frequently  the  dealers  again  refine  the  oil  by  fil- 
tering. This  is  the  finest  quality  of  oil.  Inferior  qualities 
are  made  from  the  half-ripe  olives  which  have  fallen.  The 
pressed  marc  is  not  wasted  after  the  oil  is  obtained  from 
it ;  but  again  placed  in  a  mill,  and  well  washed  by  means  of 
a  stream  of  water  passing  through.  The  seeds  remain  at 
the  bottom,  whilst  the  husks  pass  away  with  the  surplus 
water  into  a  succession  of  troughs  till  perfectly  washed, 
when  they  are  collected  and 'repressed.  Tnis  second  expres- 
sion naturally  yields  oil  of  a  very  inferior  quality,  which  is 
generally  used  for  burning  purposes,  or  the  manufacture  of 
soap.  The  pressed  and  now  almost  dry  husks  are  employed 
for  feeding  cattle,  whilst  the  crushed  seeds  are  eagerly 
bought  up  by  bakers  for  heating  ovens.  Indeed,  the  dry 
husks  and  the  crushed  seeds  realise  so  much  that  the  mill- 
owner  takes  them  in  payment  when  the  growers,  who  are 
usually  peasants  with  no  press  of  their  own,  send  him  their 
olives  to  be  pressed.

l^tOME  English  pharmacists  think  that  we  have  very  rough 
O  methods  of  dispensing  in  South  Africa — a  decidedly 
wrong  impression.  In  the  large  towns  the  stores  are  fitted 
up  as  elaborately  as  in  the  West-end  of  London,  and  pre- 
scriptions are  dispensed  and  sent  out  with  as  much  finish. 

The  doctors  are  supplied  with  blank  prescription-forms 
with  the  chemist's  name  and  address  printed  on  the  top,  and 
where  they  attend  at  certain  hours  of  the  day  for  consulta- 
tion. In  the  smaller  townships  the  doctor  dispenses  his  own 
medicines.  Perhaps  he  has  to  journey  some  two  or  three  hours' 
distance  to  attend  a  case,  when  he  usually  carries  his  medi- 
cine-chest in  the  cart  with  him,  and  probably  dispenses  the 
medicine  in  a  whisky-bottle.  The  country  stores  keep  patent 
medicines  and  toilet-requisites.  There  is  little  or  none  of 
what  evidently  is  the  great  curse  of  the  trade  in  England- 
cutting  ;  8-oz.  mixtures  are  charged  3$.,  4-oz.  mixtures  2s  , 
and  most  businesses  make  dispensing  the  chief  feature. 
The  chemist  also  prescribes  largely,  as  the  doctors'  fees  ate 
seldom  less  than  half  a  guinea.  Expanses  are  heavy,  and 
breakage  of  goods  in  transit  is  frequent.  Steady  qualified 
assistants  are  still  in  good  demand ;  but  I  cannot  advise 
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anyone  to  come  out  on  the  chance  of  finding  a  vacancy,  and 
on  no  account  if  he  is  unqualified,  as  the  facilities  for  study 
are  very  few.  The  examination  is  thorough,  and  aims  at 
encouraging  students  to  become  practical  business  men. 
With  the  new  Board  has  started  an  age  of  progress,  which 
is  generally  making  itself  felt  throughout  the  colony.  Per- 
haps a  short  account  of  the  examination,  with  such  of  the 
questions  as  I  can  remember,  may  be  of  interest.  A  candidate 
presenting  himself  for 

The  Examination 

must  produce  a  certificate  proving  that  he  has  baen.  .prac- 
tically engaged  in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of 
medicines  on  medical  prescriptions  under  a  duly-licensed 
chemist  and  druggist,  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  four 
years.  Of  course,  this  certificate  has  to  be  accompanied  by 
one  of  birth,  and  it  must  be  sent  in  the  month  previous  to- 
that  in  which  the  examination  is  to  be  held.  Examinations 
are  held  four  times  a  year,  either  at  Cape  Town,  Port  Eliza- 
beth, Kimberley,  or  Queenstown,  and  the  candidate  some- 
times has  to  travel  a  distance  of  600  or  700  miles  to  reach 
the  examining  centre — a  considerable  expenditure  of  both 
money  and  time.  The  Government  railway  allow  a  reduction 
to  candidates  travelling  for  the  Civil  Service  and  art  exami- 
nations, Sea,,  but  not  for  the  pharmacy  examinations.  The 
examination  comprises  six  subjects — prescription-reading, 
practical  dispensing,  pharmacy,  materia  meiica,  botany,  and' 
chemistry — and  each  subject  occupies  about  forty  minutes. 

In  materia  medica  I  was  asked  to  recognise  nux  vomica 
seeds,  give  the  Latin  name,  nat.  ord.,  habitat,  what  alka- 
loids are  obtained  from  them,  preparations  and  their 
strength,  percentage  of  strychnine,  and  how  they  are  re- 
duced to  powder,  To  recognise  and  give  the  Latin  name,, 
nat.  ord.,  habitat,  preparations,  &c,  of  broom-tops,  sarsa- 
parilla,  liquorice-root,  sjrpentary,  arnica,  quassia,  senna, 
cinchona ;  percentage  of  alkaloids  and  tests  for  ditto ;  per- 
centage of  morphine  in  opium ;  different  preparations, 
strengths,  and  methods  of  preparation. 

In  botany  I  had  to  describe  the  different  parts  of  a  plant, 
and  explain  the  structure  of  the  stem.  What  are  a  thorn,  a 
spike,  a  prickle,  &c.  ?  The  difference  between  a  berry  and  a 
fruit,  &c.  The  different  kinds  of  inflorescence,  the  necessary 
conditions  for  germination  of  the  seed,  the  action  of  pollen,, 
the  methods  of  fertilisation.    All  about  the  sap,  &c. 

Then  I  was  given  several  prescriptions  to  read  without 
abbreviation,  translate  them  into  English,  and  English  ones- 
to  translate  into  Latin  ;  detect  any  unusual  doses  or  errors. 

In  pharmacy  I  was  given  several  tinctures,  &c,  to  recog- 
nise ;  obtained  permission  to  taste  them  all  ;  had  to  give  the- 
proportions  of  the  ingredients,  and  the  methods  of  their 
preparation,  whether  rectified  or  proof  spirit  was  used.  Was 
handed  one  or  two  powders  to  recognise— compound  kino 
and  compound  liquorice-powder — the  proportions  of  the- 
ingredients,  &c.  How  ext.  bellad.  is  made,  and  tr.  nuc. 
vom.  What  are  percolation,  maceration,  and  digestion  ? 
What  is  an  emulsion  ?  Give  the  best  emulsifiers  for  bals. 
copaiba;,  ol.  filicis,  &c. ;  the  best  exjipient  for  pills.  How 
would  I  make  permanganate  of  patash,  creosote,  and  citrate 
of  iron  and  quinine  pills  ? 

In  chemistry  I  was  asked  how  to  test  for  the  different, 
metals  in  solution,  the  action  of  hot  H2S04  on  Hg,  HNQ,, 
on  Hg,  and  HC1  on  Hg.  How  the  persulphate  of  mercury 
is  made,  perchloride,  and  subchloride,  giving  the  equations, 
&c,  of  each.  How  is  iodine  prepared,  atomic  weightJ..&a, 
iodide  of  potassium?  Distinguish  between  iodide  and  bro- 
mide of  potassium,  giving  equations,  &c.  Describe  the 
construction  and  uses  of  the  thermometer  and  barometer. 

In  dispensing,  I  had  one  or  two  mixtures  to  make  up, 
pills  to  silver.  Was  asked  how  I  would  make  suppositories, 
&c,  and  pessaries,  and  some  powders  containing  ol.  croton.,.. 
taking  care  that  I  wrapped  them  in  waxed  paper. 

The  above  were  a  few  of  the  questions  in  each  subject 
which  I  can  remember.  All  the  examiners  were  very  pleasant 
and  dispelled  any  idea  of  nervousness  at  once,  and  I  had 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  the  result  a  few  hours  afterwards.

Oar  Liverpool  correspondent  writes,  on  August  28  : — "  The 
hopeful  feeling  continues,  and  producers  are  fairly  confident 
of  an  increased  demand  both  in  price  and  quantity  at  no  distant 
date.  There  is  more  disposition  to  sell  for  home  consump- 
tion ;  and  on  Foreign  and  American  account  a  large  business 
has  been  done  -within  the  last  few  days  over  next  year: — 
Acids  are  unchanged.  Potash  :  Pot  and  pearl  ashes  remain 
in  the  same  stagnant  condition  at  22s.  and  40s  ,  respectively  ; 
caustic  is  still  scarce ;  bichromate  weak  at  Q^d.,  f.o.b. ; 
prussiate  no  change;  chlorate  no  change.  Soda:  Caustic 
firm  and  prices  tending  higher ;  nitrate  quiet  at  8*  3d.  per 
cwt. ;  crystals  continue  scarce,  and  aie  held  at  21.  5s.  per  ton  ; 
bicarbonate  51.  to  &l.  per  ton.  Sulphate  of  ammonia  improv- 
ing at  91.  10s.  to  91.  12s.  per  ton.  Copperas  unchanged. 
Sulphate  of  copper  111.  per  ton.  Palm  oil  is  a  little  quieter, 
bat  prices  are  fairly  well  maintained,  some  Lagos  being  sold 
at  211.  10s.  Olive  oil  is  still  in  fair  request,  the  prices  quoted 
during  the  week  being  31 Z.  for  Levant,  331.  for  fine  Candia, 
and  38^.  10s.  per  ton  for  best  Gallipoli.  Cotton  seed  and 
Linseed  oils  quiet  and  no  change.  Petroleum  is  weaker, 
there  being  sellers  at  };d.  per  gallon  reduction,  but  buyers 
hold  off." 

The  Liverpool  Drug  market. 

Our  Liverpool  correspondent,  writing  on  August  28,  says 
that  Gums  are  moviDg  off  quietly  without  change  in  quota- 
tions, Soudan  sorts  being  in  limited  supply,  and  firmly  held. 
There  are  buyers  of  Brazilian  in  quantity  ;  but  holders  are 
not  willing  to  give  way  enough  in  price  to  bring  about  busi- 
ness. Forty  boxes  of  Curacao  aloes  were  offered  at  auction, 
and  a  bid  of  10s.  was  declined  promptly,  holders' views  being 
16s.  per  cwt.  The  five  casks  of  Portuguese  cream,  t>f  tartar 
mentioned  last  week  found  a  buyer  at  74s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  and 
French  and  Spanish  first  white  are  now  very  firmly  held  at  75s. 
per  cwt.  iu'adras  turmeric  finger  has  been  selling  somewhat 
freely,  and  one  parcel  cbacged  hands  at  10s.  6^.  per  cwt. 
There  has  been  more  inquiry  for  Honey,  but  no  business  of 
importance  has  resulted,  as  holders'  views  continue  above 
those  of  buyers.  Further  business  has  been  done  in 
Chilian  anise  at  22s.  6d.  per  cwt,,  and  now  holders  are  talk- 
ing of  an  advance.  Canary-seed  is  slightly  easier  for  the 
week,  but  the  price  on  the  spot  remains  unchanged.  Con- 
siderable business  has  been  done  in  Castor  oil,  and  Calcutta 
is  very  firm  at  the  prices  current  last  week.  Madras  and 
First  pressure  French  are  held  for  2d.  and  2^r.d.  respectively. 
Beeswax  continues  to  move  off  steadily,  but,  prices  are  not 
quotably  charjged  for  any  grade.  Chillies  show  a  steady 
upward  tendency,  at  prices  ranging  from  30s.  to  37s.  6d.  per 
cwt.  Sales  of  African  ginger  have  taken  place  at  27s  per 
cwt.  Calabar  beans  are  held  for  l\d.  to  l%d.  per  lb.  Kola 
nuts  remain  steady,  at  prices  ranging  from  5d.  to  8d.  per  lb.

The  Amsterdam  Cinchona  Auctions. 
Onr  Amsterdam  correspondent,  telegraphing  on  Thursday 
evening,  states  that  the  public  sales  of  Java  cinchona-bark 
have  resulted  in  a  considerable  disappointment  to  those 
persons  who  had  expected  higher  prices.  Of  the  6,675 
packages  offered,  only  4,470  sold,  at  an  average  unit  of  2.60c 
per  half-kilo ,  for  manufacturing  bark,  a  decline  of  about 
0.12c.  on  the  last  sales.  The  feeling  throughout  the  auction 
was  very  dull  and  disappointing.  Manufacturing  barks 
ranged  in  price  from  5c.  to  24c.  (  =  to  Id.  to  Q^d.  per  lb.)  ; 
druggists'  barks,  from  5c.  to  72j  c.  (  =  to  Id.  to  Is.  Id.  per 
lb. 


Acacia  — Very  slow  of  sale.  Several  importers  refuse  to 
sell  at  the  current  market  rates.  The  quotations  range  as 
follows : — Soudan  sorts,  ordinary  glassy  to  good  soft  pale, 
40s.  to  55s. ;  Gehzira,  27s.

Cream  of  Tartae. — Advancing.  Supplies  appear  to  be 
very  scarce,  both  here  and  in  the  producing  countries.  For 
best  white  powder  78s.  per  cwt.  has  been  paid,  and  80s.  is 
trow  asked.

Menthol. — The  tone  of  the  market  is  much  easier, 
although  at  the  end  of  the  week  it  was  said  that  a  slight 
tendency  towards  improvement  was  perceptible,  so  far  as 
forward  shipment  is  concerned.

Our  Constantinople  correspondent  writes, 
under  date  of  August  22:— There  is  absolutely  no  change  of  any 
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importance  to  note.  Druggists'  kinds  are  a  little  higher  in 
Smyrna,  being  pushed  up  by  speculators,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  arrivals  of  new  opium  are  three  times 
as  much  as  at  the  same  time  last  year.  Tokats  are  held  for 
9s.  2d.  to  9s.  3d.,  and  mo3t  holders  are  sellers  at  this,  but 
there  are  no  buyers.  Salonicas  are  a  trifle  lower,  and  best 
stuff  can  be  secured  at  8*  IQd.  (70-per-cent.  prime  firsts), 
which  is  comparatively  much  lower  than  Tokats.  If  heavy 
rains  fall  during  the  next  three  or  four  weeks,  and  thus 
allow  of  new  seed  being  put  underground,  there  must  be  a 
collapse  in  values.  The  following  figures  sum  up  the  posi- 
tion of  opium  on  the  Constantinople  market  for  the  week

Sn  our  report  on  the  Antwerp  Exhibition  last  year  we  men- 
tioned that  opium  was  being  grown  experimentally  in 
Bulgaria,  specimens  of  which  were  exhibited.

Demetiius  Tschailev,  of  Philippopolis,  Bulgaria,  has,  it  is 
said,  succeeded  io.  producing  an  opium  of  better  quality 
than  the  average  Constantinople  drug.  He  has  sent  samples 
of  his  product  to  the  Bulgarian  Government,  and  offers  io 
supply  a  large  quantity  of  seed  to  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture for  distribution  to  farmers  who  are  inclined  to  com- 
mence the  culture. 

Opium  Salts. — A  somewhat  firmer  toneprevails,  although 
HydrocMorate  of  morphia  in  powder  might  still  be  had, 
•according  to  quantity,  at  3?.  to  4s  per  oz.  For  Codeia

Obkis.— The  new  Florentine  crop  is  now  about  to  be 
harvested,  and  the  yield  will  chiefly  depend  upon  the  weather 
of  the  next  foitnight.

There  are,  however,  several 
manufacturers  who  offer  at  slightly  lower  prices  than  the 
official  salol  quotation. 

Scammony-root.— Still  advancing,  45s.  is  asked,  but 
perhaps  that  figure  might  still  be  shaded,  although  there  is 
certainly  nothing  to  be  had  under  40s.  per  cwt.  Fine 
Scammonium  is  also  dearer  again  :  30s.  per  lb.  has  been 
paid  for  virgin  scammony  to  arrive,  seconds  are  quoted  at  20s., 
but  'Skillipe,"  or  low-grade  kind,  has  been  sold  in 
some  quantity  at  rather  lower  prices,  ranging  from  5s.

Tartar  Emetic  has  been  raided  in  mice  by  the  manu- 
facturers. The  quotation  is  now  3d.  for  Crystals  and  S\d.  per 
lb.  for  Powder,  with  a  reduction  of  \d.  per  lb.  on  10-cwt. 
parcels. 

Tonca  Beans  — Large  transactions  in  Angoi  tura  ( on  ca  beans 
have  lately  taken  place  in  New  York.  A  large  tobacconist 
purchased  about  27,000  lbs.  at  #1.75.

10s.  for  fine 
pale  first  druggists'  kinds  (Persian)  and  11Z.  10s.  to  12/.  per 
ton  for  seconds.  Syrian  is  quoted  at  12?.  10s.  for  firsts  and 
111.  10s.  for  seconds.  The  tragacanth  grown  in  the  pro- 
vince of  Angora,  Asia  Minor,  is  brought  into  commerce  as 
"  Syrian  "  tragacanth.  The  districts  of  the  province  where 
this  shrub,  locally  known  as  Kitre,  is  chiefly  found,  are  (says 
a  consular  report)  "  Yozgat,  Iskilip,  Cesarea,  Kaledjik,  and 
Angora.  Like  the  yellow  berry,  this  plant  is  neglected 
owing  to  the  falling-off  in  the  foreign  demand  ;  and,  though 
abundant  in  the  above-mentioned  districts,  little  or  no 
trouble  is  taken  by  the  peasants  to  collect  the  gum.  This 
is  done  by  men  specially  sent  from  other  parts.  The  shrub 
grows  wild  in  the  fields,  cn  the  road- sides,  and  even  in  hilly 
parts.  On  account  of  its  prickly  nature  animals  avoid  it, 
but  it  is  frequently  gathered  for  iuel  by  the  peasantry."

Sib, — In  a  recent  number  you  criticised  a  statement 
which  appeared  in  Truth  respecting  the  use  of  chrysarobin 
as  a  cosmetic  by  the  widow  of  the  victor  of  Marengo. 
[Probably  our  correspondent  means  Magenta.]  Allow  me  to 
make  a  few  remarks  upon  one  portion  of  that  critique, 
which  may  be  of  interest  to  many  of  your  readers,  especially 
to  those  concerned  in  the  "  antiquities  "  of  our  profession. 

You  speak  of  Mrs.  Crawford's  reference  to  Angelina 
araroba  slightingly,  as  though  it  were  a  natural  mistake  for 
an  outsider  or  a  neophjte  in  botany  who  had  only  heard  by 
word  of  mouth  the  correct  term,  Andira.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  Mrs.  C.  is  quite  right.  The  cabbage-tree  is  at  this 
moment  known  as  Oeoffroya  inermis.  But  in  days  not  far 
distant  it  was  Andira  inermis,  and  at  a  remote  part  of  this 
century  was  Angelina  inermis,  or  Angelina  Zanoni  acostce. 
Nay,  without  going  back  to  times  altogether  prehistoric,  if  your 
critic  will  turn  to  Dr.  Robert  Hooper's  '  Lexicon  Medicum," 
of  which  an  eighth  edition  was  published  in  1848,  he  will 
find  Angelina  and  Andira  given  as  synonymous  generic 
names.

Why  not  Liq.  Opii  Sed.  BP.? 

Sir, — Now  that  the  subject  of  a  new  B.P.  is  prominent,  I 
should  like  to  strongly  advocate  the  inclusion  of  liq.  opii 
sed.,  either  in  the  form  of  (1)  an  additional  preparation,  (2) 
a  synonym  of  ext.  opii  liq.,  or  (3)  an  entirely  new  form 
made  from  either  opium  or  the  extract  of  opium,  and  to 
which  preparation  the  two  names  might  be  attached. 

On  looking  through  the  list  of  unofficial  preparations  in 
Martindale's  analysis  of  25,500  prescriptions,  I  find  that  liq. 
opii  sed.  is  ordered  147  times,  and  the  only  two  in  the 
whole  list  more  frequently  prescribed  are  syrup,  fer.  quin.  et 
strych.  phosph.,  303,  and  syrup,  hypo,  co.,  250.  In  the  list 
of  official  preparations  the  number  of  times  ext.  opii  liq.  is 
ordered  is  too  small  to  claim  recognition. 

It  seems  to  me  incredible  that  a  potent  preparation  of 
opium  is  constantly  (and,  I  think,  increasingly)  being  pre- 
scribed and  dispensed,  without  either  physician  or  chemist 
knowing  definitely  what  is  meant,  the  latter  simply  dis- 
pensing what  the  private  formula  of  the  wholesale  house 
may  dictate.  I  wonder  what  percentage  of  medical  men  are 
aware  that  liq.  opii  sed.  is  not  official !  That  the  prepara- 
tion differs  very  materially,  anyone  who  has  seen  a  range  of 
samples  from  different  houses  will  readily  admit. 


Gray's  "  Supplement  "  says  :  '*  The  strength  of  the  liquor 
is  made  about  equal  to  that  of  laudanum."  Beasley  states 
that  it  is  50  per  cent,  stronger ;  but  he  further  states  "  that 
it  is  analogous  to  ext.  opii  liq  ,"  which  contains  1  per  cent, 
morphine  :  so  here  we  have  a  range  of  -75  per  cent.,  1  per 
cent,,  and  1125  of  morphine.  A  curious  point  in  connec- 
tion with  these  two  preparations  is  thai  the  leading  London 
houses  quote  liq.  opii  sed.  at  7s.  6d.  per  lb.,  and  ext.  opii 
liq.  at  3.s.  6d.    The  price,  like  the  alkaloid,  obviously  varies.

If  closed  quickly,  they  will  keep  perfect 
for  weeks  (to  my  knowledge).

To  say  that 
it  is  useful  for  the  tender  skin  of  infants  is  not  recommending 
it  for  any  ailment. 


130/40.  Zero  —  The  British  Preliminary  examination  is 
officially  recognised  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
Jand,  but  no  other  British  pharmaceutical  examination  is  so 
recognised.  No  Irish  pharmaceutical  examination  is  re- 
cognised by  the  British  Society. 

130/36.  Diogenes  — Arsenical  soap,  being  a  preparation 
of  arsenic,  would  be  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  (Part  I.  of  the  Schedule).  So  would  the 
arsenical  wafers. 

132/39.  Willing.  — ■  The  unqualified  manager  of  your 
branch  shop  renders  himself  liable  to  a  penalty  every  time 
he  sells  a  poison,  whether  in  part  1  or  part  2  of  the  schedule, 
and  whether  in  its  unmixed  or  in  a  compounded  form.

If  you  have  not  a  sufficient  sale  for  it  to  fre- 
quently renew  your  supply  it  is  sure  to  go  one  way  or  the 
other.  You  certainly  muse  not  mix  anything  with  it.  The 
Excise  laws  in  this1  respect  are  very  stringent.  Some  con- 
noisseurs put  a  slic3  of  apple  in  the  tobacco-jar,  and  turn 
the  tobacco  over  frequently.  They  say  that  keeps  it  suffi- 
ciently moist  and  gives  it  a  pleasant  flivour.  We  do  not  see 
that  this  would  contravene  the  law.

It  has  been  observed  that 
those  who  take  jaborandi  or  pilocarpine  show  a  decided 
darkening  of  the  hair,  and  in  consequence  pilocarpine  hair- 
washes  have  been  recommended  both  for  this  purpose  and 
for  making  hair  grow  where  there  is  little  or  none.  We  have 
more  faith  in  tonics,  especially  iron,  and  you  will  find  the 
following  more  advantageous  than  a  pilocarpine  lotion,  and
